The SWP Position 


The July 16 Boston Phoenix carried an 
article on the reactions of various political 
figures to the Garrity decision. You in-- 
cluded the views of all four Democratic 
and Republican gubernatorial can- 
didates. You forgot, however, to mention 
the views of the Socialist Workers Party 
candidate for Governor, Donald 
Gurewitz. This letter is to explain the 
views which I, and the other SWP can- 
didates, hold on this crucial question. 

The Garrity decision represents an im- 

t victory for the black community. 

t is a massive, documented expose of the 

dozens of ways the all-white Boston 

School Committee has conspired for years 

to maintain segregation and deprive the 

black community of its right to decent, or 
even equal, education. 

But the Garrity decision is contradic-

calls on this very same body to solve the 
problem it created! 

The Racial Imbalance Act is nine years 
old. The Boston School Committee has 
spent the better part of those nine years 
trying to evade and overturn the Act. The 
State school board, the courts, the Gover- 
nor and the Legislature have done 
nothing: they simply allowed the Act to 
languish. In the face of the racist 
mobilizations led by the School Com- 
mittee last year and this year, the 
Democratic Legislature, and then the 
Republican governor, completely caved- 
in. Sargent’s oo was embraced by 
Kerrigan and Hicks. Liberal Mike 
Dukakis caved-in too: both he and 
Sargent took up the racist war cry 
“against forced busing” and both careful- 
ly adopted stands that enable them to 
pitch for racist votes. The other 
Democratic and Republican guber- 
natorial candidates did not have to 
reverse themselves: Quinn and Sheehan 
both opposed the R.1.A. from the begin- 


ning. 

In the view of the SWP candidates, the 
liberals’ race to abandon the R.I.A. and 
take their distance from the Garrity deci- 
sion, and Garrity’s’ call for the School 
Comm. to solve the problem, proves that 
it is futile to depend on the Democratic 
and Republican parties, or the 

, Legislature, Governor and courts they 
\ control, to solve the problem of racism in 
the schools. 

The only possible way forward now is 
for the black community to organize and 
mobilize to force the government to 
recognize its democratic right to equal, 
quality education. This is the way 
progress has been made in the past: the 
Racial Imbalance Act, for example, was a 
product of the massive civil rights 
demonstrations around the country and 
in Boston in the ’60s. 

Judge Garrity is now attempting to 
come up with a plan to end segregation by 
holding meetings with the Boston School 
Committee. The SWP candidates say 
that the meetings to decide how to solve 
the problem of racism in the schools 
should be taking place in the black com- 
munity, not some judge’s chambers. Mass 
meetings open to all groups and in- 
dividuals in the black community should 
be organized to discuss how the black 
community wants to carry out desegrega- 
tion. 


Black students must have the right to 
attend any schools they choose. This in- 
cludes the right to utilize busing and/or 
all-black schools, depending solely on 
what the black community itself feels is 
necessary. Busing programs should be un- 
der the control of the black community. 
The SWP candidates “oppose any 
attempt, such as the current state plan, to 
make the black community bear the 
brunt of desegregation. No white policy- 
making body should be allowed to expose 
black children to victimization in the 
name of desegregation. 

The black community must-have com- 
plete control over the desegregation 

rocess. Councils democratically elected 
. the black community should control 
all aspects of black education, from where 
black students will attend school to what 
curriculum will be taught and who will be 
hired to teach. Massive amounts of 
federal and state funds must be made 
available to these councils so that the 
black community can take whatever steps 
it deems necessary to achieve quality 
education for black youth. 

The SWP candidates demand im- 
mediate implementation of the Racial 
Imbalance Act and the Garrity decision 
along lines determined by the black com- 
munity itself. We call for the formation of 
an independent action coalition to 
mobilize the broadest possible forces to 
continue the fight for an end to segrega- 
tion and for quality education for black 
and other minority youth.

Human Rights for Korea 


Friends of the Korean people and per- 
sons concerned with human rights there 
and elsewhere have watched with moun- 
ting distress the acts of President Chung 
Hee Park during the last six months 
which have systematical'y sought to 
eradicate all criticism or protest against 
his dictatorial rule in Korea. 

These acts now culminate in the 
sentencing by court-martial of 14 persons 
to death and 15 persons to life imprison- 
ment for the “crime” of organizing a stu- 
dent demonstration which called for the 
return of a more democratic government 
and a more just society. Another 32 per- 
sons await sentencing and over 200 others 
are still to be tried. - 

At the same time, the previous opposi- 


tion presidential candidate, Kim Dae- 
chung, is under trial and the former presi- 
dent Yun Posun has been called to trial. 
More than 30 others including clergymen, 
professors and students are known to have 
been sentenced to imprisonment for 
periods of five to 15 years for expressing 
their belief that the Korean people have 
the right to discuss the form of govern- 
ment under which they live. 

The injustice and inhumanity of these 
sentences against students, intellectuals, 
and religious leaders, and the detentions 
of outstanding democratic political 
leaders calls for international protest in 
the name of humanity and human rights. 
We call on the United States to distance 
itself promptly from these oppressive acts 
against the people of Korea which the 
government of President Park has carried 
out with the support of American arms, 
and to use its influence for the restoration 
of participatory government. 

In protesting these acts and cyan | 
further aide our government would 
the policy of the Secretary of State in 
1950, who officially declared “that United 
States aid, both military and economic, to 
the Republic of Korea has been 
predicated upon the existence and growth 
of democratic institutions within the 
republic;’”’ and of Section 32 of the 
Foreign Aid Law of 1973, which stated 
that “It is the sense of Congress that the 
President should deny any economic or 
military assistance to the government of

Can You Bank on Freda? 


The article in the July 9 Phoenix about 
Jamaica Plain residents and their battles 
with State Banking Commr. Freda 
Koplow was timely and important 
because it brought to light Commr. 
Koplow’s callous disregard for the people, 
and her general failure to perform the 
duties of her job. Since Mrs. Koplow has 
been Banking Commissioner, the safety of 
Bay State depositors’ money has decreas- 
ed markedly. 

For example, despite an extensive 
report from the Boston Globe indicating 
that former Judge Sherwood Tarlow’s 
Capitol Bank and Trust Company may be 
violating certain statutes, the bank con- 
tinues to collaborate with Globe Financial 
Services, Inc., a Tarlow-controlled credit- 
loan company. Mrs. Koplow says she can 
find ‘“‘nothing wrong.” 

Also during Mrs. Koplow’s regime, the 
Brighton Five Cents Savings Bank was 
closed by her orders. Directors of the bank 
claimed that the move was taken out of 
political considerations to facilitate the 
merger with the Charlestown Savings 
Bank, and to remove community control 
from the bank.

pany of Wakefield, a full year after she 
was aware of the shortages that existed 
within that bank. Mrs. Koplow did not 
call in the F.D.I.C. until the bank was 
closed, although Banking Commissioners 
in every other state summon the F.D.I.C. 
immediately following the discovery of 
any trouble. The Surety Bank was the 
first bank to close in Massachusetts since 
1934, and it was the only bank liquidation 
case of 1972 in the entire country. 

The Hellenic Credit Union of Peabody 
was similarly closed this year, despite the 
purportedly diligent efforts on the part of 
the Banking Commissioner to have ef- 
ficient, regular audits of all financial in- 
stitutions. 

In the Surety, Brighton, and Hellenic 
cases, criminal indictments have been 
handed down by Grand Juries. Has Mrs. 
Koplow made any efforts to protect the 
depositors?

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Deflating the Cult of Intelligence 


Ex-CIA Agent Pulls the Sheets off the —

Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger had more responsibili- 
ty than the CIA for initiating 
clandestine US operations in 
1970 that opposed the Chilean 
government of Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 

Victor Marchetti, former ex- 
ecutive assistant to the Deputy 
Director of the CIA, declared 
this to the Phoenix last week. 

Marchetti, who was in Boston 
for an interview on his book, The 
= and the Cult of Intelligence, 
said: 

“The CIA was wary of in- 
tervening in Chile in 1970, the 
year Allende was elected Presi- 
dent. But Kissinger was the 
champion for strong interven- 
tion. The US policy on Chile was 
White House approved and 
directed.” 

Prevented by court order from 
revealing more about CIA 
operations than already appear 
in his censored book, Marchetti 
noted, however: “Kissinger was 
much more responsible for in- 
stigating what happened in 
Chile than the CIA.” 

CIA involvement in the 
Chilean coup has never been of- 
ficially acknowledged. But there 
are indications that the Agency 
played a crucial role in Allende’s 
downfall. 

The Washington Post, on Oct. 
21, 1973, reported the secret 


testimony of CIA Director 


William Colby before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, in 
which he admitted that the 
Agency “had some intelligence 
coverage about the various 
moves being made,” that it had 
“penetrated” all of Chile’s major 
political parties, and that it had 
secretly furnished ‘‘some 
assistance” to certain Chilean 
groups. Colby asserted that the 
executions carried out. by the 


junta after, the coup had done 


“A based research 
group of former intelligence 
agents — called the Fifth Estate 
— charges that the CIA channel- 
ed millions of dollars to right- 
wing labor forces in Chile 
through the AFL-CIO’s “Free 
Labor Development” program. 
The Fifth Estate says that with 
Allende’s election in 1970, the 
Latin American project “swung 
into action like never before.” 

Why did Kissinger, who is 
chairman of the powerful 40 
Committee which supervises 
and approves CIA operations, 
move to a position favoring in- 
tervention over CIA hesitation? 

Says Marchetti: 

“Henry Kissinger was turned 
off by the CIA analysis. He had 
no intellectual respect for the 
Agency.” 

In addition, says Marchetti, 
“Kissinger was trying to cen- 
tralize all intelligence operations 
in the National Security Council 
staff. Richard Helms, then CIA 
Director, wanted only raw data, 
not analysis. Kissinger wanted 
options and alternatives 
presented. Their views were op- 
posing. Helms got the facts but 


didn’t consider the 
possibilities.” 
Marchetti said: ‘Under the 


Nixon administration, the CIA 
doesn’t enjoy the privileged posi- 
tion that it had in the past.” 

John D. Marks, Marchetti’s 
co-author and former staff assis- 
tant to the Director of the State 
Department Intelligence, com- 
mented: “The scary thing about 
the CIA is not that it is out of 
control but that it is under direct 
control.” 

Victor Marchetti, 44 years old, 
is the highest level CIA official to 
defect to the American public. 
During his 14 years with the 
Agency he served as its top ex- 
pert on Soviet military aid to 
Third World nations (helping to 
uncover the missile build-up in 
Cuba that culminated in the 
Cuban Missile Crisis of 1962), 
and as executive assistant to the 
Deputy Director he had a van- 
‘tage point from which he was

able to survey the whole of CIA 
operations. He quit the Agency 
in late 1969, disillusioned with 
its practices and with the war in 
Vietnam. 

After writing a thinly-veiled 
fictional account of daily life in 
the CIA bureaucratic maze (The 
Rope Dancer), Marchetti began 
his revelatory book, whose con- 
tents are not yet completely 
know even though the book was 
published last a 
» As soon as he began writing, 
the CIA went to court claiming 
that he had signed a contract 
stipulating that he would not 
disclose anything he had learned 
while in the employ of the Agen- 
cy and that virtually anything he 
wrote was therefore illegal. In the 
midst of his ordeal Marchetti en- 
countered 31-year-old John 
Marks. Marks assisted Marchet- 
ti in the revision of the book and 
contributed a section on the 
press and the CIA. When the 
work was finished, the publisher, 
Knopf, submitted it to the CIA 
in accordance with the ruling of 
a district federal court. ~ 

The manuscript came back 
looking like Swiss cheese; the 
Agency had carefully scissored 
out 339 parts of the book. The 
book is the first ever to be cen- 
sored before publication by the 
government. William E. Colby, 
the CIA Director, is so incensed 
with Marchetti’s action that he 
has proposed amendments to the 
1947 National Security Act that 


would stipulate criminal 
penalties for those who leaked 
information stamped classified 
by the CIA. Colby’s proposal, if 
enacted into law, would amount 
to an official secrets act. 

The dangerous absurdity of 
granting the CIA greater powers 
was aptly illustrated by 
Marchetti and Marks during the 
interview at the Ritz. Marchetti 
resembles neither James Bond 
nor a spy who has come in from 
the cold. He is scholarly in his 
approach to problems and 
dapper in a business-like way, 
the model of a top CIA man. 
Marks is more rumpled in his at- 
tire, but that is a difference of 
generations. He is no less precise 
in his telling of the story. 

The interview was wide- 
ranging and dealt with far more 
than the difficulties of writing a 
book that the world’s most 
powerful secret organization 
doesn’t want to be written. ““The 
case will probably go to the 
Supreme Court,’ said Marchet- 
ti. For a long time, this will pre- 
vent exposure of the material 
deleted from the book by the 
CIA. “The material is going to be 
tied up indefinitely,” he said. 

Marchetti is barred from 
revealing the contents of the ex- 
cised sections, but he did rank 
them in the categorical order 
that he thought the CIA con- 
sidered the priority of cen- 
sorship. “The CIA is most con- 
cerned about exposing foreign

leaders who have been on the 
payroll.” I mentioned that Jack 
Anderson had reported, as a leak 
from the book, that Willy Brandt 
had received an Agency 
fellowship. Marchetti nodded. 
“The next thing they are con- 
cerned with are operational ac- 
tivities in places like Chile. 

“Some of the deletions are 
trivial and foolish. We had a 
reference to newspapers and 
magazines, foreign ones, that are 
supported by the CIA. In par- 
ticular, we mentioned Encounter 
magazine. The Agency cut that 
out even though Encounter was 
exposed as a recipient of funds 
years ago.”’ Marchetti described 
the CIA’s censorship of another 
item that has appeared in the 
newspapers. “They deleted an 
excerpt from the Huston Plan 
that we took from the New York 
Times. The CIA says it is still 
classified.” 

The CIA and the Cult of 
Intelligence is not as specific as 
its authors would have preferred. 
Marchetti and Marks were 
denied access to documents and 
records that would have fleshed 
out some details. For instance: a 
Boston investment firm acted as 
the stock broker for the CIA until 
the Agency decided that it was 
too conservative and not 
speculative enough in its port- 
folio choices. Unfortunately, 
Marchetti can’t remember the 
name of the Boston firm, and the 
CIA is not prepared to let him 


refresh his memory. Still, the 
book is factual and comprehen- 
sive in its picture of CIA 
operations. Even with the dis- 
traction of frequent empty 
spaces it is probably the clearest 
view in print of CIA structure, 
methods and ambience. 

Sitting in the sunny Ritz din- 
ing room, overlooking the Public 
Gardens, was pleasantly, if ex- 
pensively, mundane. That feel- 
ing, I thought, conveyed an es- 
sential aristocratic element of 
the top-echelon CIA style. We 
calmly talked about the 
overthrow of governments to the 
sound of heavy silverware scrap- 
ing fine china. 


The WH Flap 


Here are some of the topics 
that came up in the interview: 

The CIA was originally con- 
strued as an intelligence gather- 
ing agency, neatly collecting and 
correlating bits of inside infor- 
mation from abroad. It has 
grown considerably beyond its 
earliest boundaries. The Agen- 
cy’s mission consists not only of 
its publicly stated purpose but of 
its distorted mirror reflection as 
well. The dissemination of disin- 
formation is as vital to 
operations as the compilation of 
information. Disinformation, the 
secret spreading of lies to in- 
fluence events and attitudes, is a 
CIA specialty. (It is also known 
as “black’’ propaganda.) The 
most recent vehicles for CIA dis- 
information were the New York 
Times and Newsweek. 


When Senator Howard Baker 
issued his report from the 
Watergate committee charging 
the CIA with deep involvement 
in the Watergate Affair, he cryp- 
tically noted in passing a “WH 
flap’’ (Western Hemisphere) 
over a CIA defection. New York 
Times reporter John dson 
quickly picked up the story. His 
account, based on CIA sources 
according to Marchetti, stated 
that an agent in Latin America, 
bearing various personal grudges 
against the Agency, got drunk 
one night and cried over his beer 
to a Soviet agent, thus blowing 
the cover of many crucial 
Western Hemisphere operations. 
Newsweek, relying on CIA 
leakers, added an intriguing 
touch to the story in their 
Periscope column. Newsweek 

& asserted that the nameless defec- 
z tor also traveled to Cuba, con- 


™ x fessed all to Cuban intelligence 


agents, who then turned over the 
information to the KGB. The

Henry Kissinger’s intemperate 
threat to resign as Secretary of 
State was triggered by a question 
from a reporter asking “‘whether 
or not you have consulted and 
retained counsel in preparation 
for a defense against a possible 
perjury indictment.’’ The 
needler was Peter Peckarsky, 27 
years old, Washington cor- 
respondent for The Tech, MIT’s 
student newspaper. Last April, 
Peckarsky appeared in the 
White House press room and 
applied for Congressional and 
White House press credentials. 
He was granted temporary ac- 
creditation pending a later deci- 
sion on whether he should be 
given permanent access to Ron 
Ziegler’s sanctuary. This uncer- 
tainty has not stopped 
Peckarsky from making pointed 
remarks. At a recent White 
House briefing he stated that 
James St. Clair, the President’s 
Watergate lawyer, is handling 
Nixon's defense as if he were “a 
common, ordinary criminal.” 


MORE BIG DADDY 


Several cuts were made in the 
hit documentary movie, now 
showing in Paris, about General 
Idi Amin of Uganda in response 
to his protests. Reports indicate 
that Amin is outraged that 
French audiences are laughing at 
what he considers to be his sage 
comments. Amin once sent a 
telegram to UN Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim stating 
that Hitler did not kill enough 
Jews. The General is a man who 
practices what he preaches; he 
does not just admire brutality 
from afar. The London Observer 
reports that he had his successor 
as Army Chief of Staff clubbed 
to death. The head of the victim 
was then delivered to Amin, who 
harangued it and put it in his 
refrigerator. His closest adviser 
is a superstitious Ghanaian 
evangelist known as Prophet 
John. Amin, who is illiterate, 
says that God has told him in a 
dream when he will die but that 
it is “top secret.’’ His most re- 
cent government expense is a $4 
million radio transmitter that 
will broadcast Voice of Uganda 
to Europe and America. Stay 
tuned.

Another Call 
From God

_ WCAS, Kaiser Broadcast- 
ing’s daytime radio station, 
seems destined to become the 
pulpit of Cambridge, or at least 
to have an occasional close call 
with God. The station had no 
sooner recovered from escaping 
its sale to one company bent on 
replacing its folk-rock format 
with prayer and evangelism than 
a new cross appeared on the Cen- 
tral Square horizon. 

Earlier this year, community 
groups successfully appealed to 
the FCC to block a negotiated 
sale of WCAS to Family 
Stations, Inc., a West Coast- 
based religious programming 
network. Community action 
caused sufficient trouble for both 
Family and Kaiser that the sale 
was terminated by mutual agree- 
ment. 

On July 11, a sales contract 
was signed between Kaiser 
Broadcasting and Fred Miller 
and Mel Stone, two Maine 
businessmen who already own 
and operate three commercial 
religious stations in their home 
state. Kaiser had had other 
offers, including one from Boston 
businessman Harold Segal, a 
man with a reputation for mak- 
ing things work through sales, 
not faith. 

Fred Miller is a radio producer 
‘whose background lies exclusive- 
ly in non-denominational Chris- 
tian religious programming. His 
Portland station, WDCF-FM, is 
totally committed to 
broadcasting, and his promo 
firm, Dureigo Media, is in the 
business of placing canned 
religious format shows with 
stations throughout the country. 
Miller and his partner Stone 
have formed a new eompany, 
WCAS Island Broadcasting 
Corp., to own and operate 
WCAS. 

Wary because of the Family 
Stations fiasco, Miller has been 
in touch with community 
organizer David Misch for more 
than three months, assuring him 
that Island would keep the pre- 
sent folk-rock and public service 
programming on the air. Oc- 
casionally, Miller did suggest 
that, since commercial religious 
broadcasting is by far the most 
profitable format for any small 
AM station (the money comes 
directly from the program 
producers who make it and more 
back through contributions, so 
no station sales force is 
necessary), an hour or two of 
religion scattered throughout the 
week would help put floundering 
WCAS in the black. 

It later developed that Miller

Hoarding Against Inflation 


A Bull Market for All that Glitters

“T have to keep away from the 
gold and silver when I’m work- 
ing. It’s not good to spend too 
much time around the stuff if 
you want to keep your head 


clear.” —Precious Metals’ 
Stephen Gunnels 


On the afternoon of July 9, 
Charlie and his two bodyguards, 
just back from Vegas, decided 
they’d do a little business with 
Precious Metals, Inc., 85 State 
Street, buyers and sellers of 
silver bullion, and gold and 
silver coins. 

“Call me Charlie ... just 
Charlie,” he greeted Precious 
Metals’ Founder (established: 
1974), President and sole 
salesman Stephen Gunnels. 

“What’s your line?’”’ Gunnels 
inquired, his curiosity aroused 
by the $20 silverpieces the trio 
sported on lavalieres around 
their necks. Were they in the 
silver trade too? 

“Uh, I’m retired,”’ responded 
Charlie, who looked thirty. 
“These gentlemen accom- 
panying me, they’re, uh . 
diversified.” 

Charlie hadn’t come for con- 
versation, but to buy silver coins, 
10,000 dimes. He wasn’t a 
numismatist hunting down an 
odd Buffalo nickel to touch up 
his collection, nor was he 
scrounging for a lifetime supply 
of laundromat change; Charlie 
was a silver hoarder, interested 
only in purchasing pre-1964 90 
percent pure silver coins, the 
kind of loose change Uncle Sam 
used to mint before silver got too 
precious to waste on our money. 
Being an investor, Charlie knew 
a bargain and unflinchingly 
peeled off three $100 notes from 
a two-inch moneyclip. But when 
Gunnels hoisted over the white 
canvas satchel, Charlie pulled 
out his snub-nosed .38 Special. 
“You gotta have protection when 
ydu’re dealing with serious 
money,” he explained 

These days, such metal is 
money. 

Fine gold and silver in any 
size, shape or chunk have 
become the only real hard cur- 
rencies for “hoarders”’ like Char- 
lie who have watched the mar- 
ket plummet and inflation take 
an annual 16 percent bite out 
of our paper dollars. So satisfy- 
ing and secure is the feeling of 
stashing away something intrin- 
sically valuable like silver 
(immediately convertible to 
candlesticks, lucky charm 
bracelets, etc.) that Charlie’s 
No. 2 bodyguard kept scratching 
his head as the coin-toting trio 
left Precious Metals, repeating: 
“I don’t understand how come 
everybody isn’t doing this.” 

Everybody soon may be. Even 
on respectable, conservative 
State Street, the heart of

Boston’s financial district, where 
you rarely hear a coin drop (so 
securely are investor’s monies 
stashed away in stock port- 
folios), you may soon hear a 
deafening jingle; brokers will 
stop quibbling about the Dow- 
Jones and ATT, and consult 
Handy and Harman’s Spot 
Metals Price Index on the finan- 
cial pages for the real news. 
Clients will stop asking for blue- 
chip bargains and begin shop- 
ping for Austrian Koronas, Mex- 
ican pesos, and English 
sovereigns. Nobody will quote 
you more than a flat 3 cents 
scrap metal rate for that cupro- 
nickel slug in your pocket you 
think is a quarter, when the 
hoarding hordes sweep across 
State Street. 

Precious Metals’ Stephen 
Gunnels, a thirty-ish- Amherst 
graduate and Harvard Business 
School dropout, doesn’t like that 
word hoarding: “It’s got bad con- 
notations, suggesting people tak- 
ing something away to hide from 
others. By buying gold and 
silver, I’m just exercising my 
right to lock in purchasing 
power. It takes the same amount 
of human labor as it took 1500 
years ago to mine gold and silver. 
That’s why the same bit of gold 
and silver will always buy you 
the same loaf of bread — you’re 
locking-in human labor.’’ 
(Visions of sweating South 
African miners.) “In 1940, the 
silver dollar and the paper dollar 
both bought ten loaves. Today, 
your silver dollar still buys 10, 
while you’ll be lucky to get three 


with paper currency. It’s an ideal 
hedge against inflation.” 

Hoarding is a way to express a 
no-confidence vote on Nix- 
onomics too. “Politicians make 
promises, and then they print 
more money to keep them,” 
Gunnels argues with some pas- 
sion. “Since, the US in 1971 
refused to redeem our dollars 
with gold bullion, these wise 
leaders can print as much as 
they want, inflating the 
economy. What’s to stop them? 
Nobody’s allowed to ask for gold. 
When you invest in money, 
you’re investing in people, but 
when you invest in gold you’re 
investing in nature.’’ Gunnels 
paused in his critique: “I'd 
better stop there; I’m getting 
poetic, again.”’ Yes, pure poetry, 
but I asked Gunnels if he himself 
felt sufficiently inspired to invest 
in gold or silver. 


A Starting Stake 


“How do you think I could af- 
ford to start a business?” he 
countered. “‘A few years ago, I in- 
vested $600 in silver and saw it 
multiply eleven-fold before I 
sold. That was my starting- 
stake.” He interrupted our con- 
versation to reassure a client 
who'd called worried about that 
day’s drop in silver prices. 
‘‘Hang-in there,’’ Gunnels 
cheered the caller, “I know 
you’re a true believer.” 


Congress believes too. The 
House and the Senate have pass- 
ed similar legislation, which will 
allow US citizens to own gold 


bullion (bars) after December 
31, ending a 40-year prohibition. 
Hoarders appreciate that: gold 
coins are bulky, and a buyer’s 
forced to pay a low premium for 
the numismatic (coin rarity) 
value on every doubloon. Since 
buying silver in any form is 
already legal, the new law will 
give hoarders a chance to com- 
pare identical 100 oz. bars of 
silver and gold like unit-price 
shoppers at the A&P. But which 
is the better buy will continue to 
hoarders and brokers 
ike. 


The value for gold and silver is 
determined by the laws of de- 
mand and supply: the scarcer 
either becomes, the higher the 
price climbs. Both can be 
erratic, but gold prices as a rule 
generally fall slowly and rise 
quickly. A case in point: when 
De Gaulle died, French 
speculators, fearing an economic 
or political crisis, made a run on 
the market, sending the prices 
soaring overnight from $150 to 
$200 an ounce. Aside from psy- 
chological factors, however, 
there are certain rules of thumb 
that Silver- and Goldfingers con- 
sider before they stockpile the 
sterling and count their carats. 


Silver is more preferred now 
by long-term hoarders. Its scarci- 
ty on the world-market is 
assured because of constantly in- 
creasing industrial demand, 
silver being nature’s most elec- 
trically and thermally conduc- 
tive metal. High-quality

Mr. C’s: Fighting the Battle of the Bulge

If you want to raise your 
calorie consciousness, there is 
one restaurant in Boston 
dedicated to pleasing your palate 
without burdening your 
stomach. Mr. C’s Thin Place, at 
154 State Street, is a weight- 
watcher’s haven, specializing in 
non-fattening, moderately- 
priced breakfasts and lunches 
that are generously portioned, 
surprisingly filling and delicious- 
ly guilt-free. 


An exemplary lunch at Mr. C’s 
— Shrimp Creole garnished with 
fresh carrots and stringbeans 
(160 calories) and chunky apple 
pie (165 cal.) — comes to a grand 
total of $2.15 and 325 calories, or 
considerably less pound-wise 
than a cheeseburger, french fries 
and a coke. 

The bill of fare lists an ap- 
proximate calorie count next to 
each item, and the choices far 
surpass standard variations on 


“the cottage cheese and fruit 


theme. A whole tomato stuffed 
with tuna salad served on a bed 
of lettuce with cucumber slices is 
a mere 175 calories; corn-on-the- 
cob rings up 84; a bacon, lettuce 
and tomato sandwich comes to 
only 176 calories. A breakfast 
feast consists of eggs, bacon, 
toast, juice and coffee at 350 cal. 
and $1.35. And for sweet tooth 
satisfaction there are low-cal 
pies and muffins made with only 
one cup of flour. 

Mr. C is Donald Cantone, a 
former Brigham’s manager who 
once tipped the scales at 185 and 
now weighs in at 141. After ex- 
perimenting with a number of 
diets, he perfected s simple, 
calorie-conscious food plan that 
he’s been sharing with devoted 
customers for the past three 
years. Mr. C does all the meal 
planning, cooking and baking at 
his Thin Place, and admirably 
practices what he preaches. “I 


belong to a health club,” says 
the trim, soft-spoken diet 
master, ‘and weigh myself every 
day. I always watch what I eat 
and never gain more than two 
pounds.” 


Are his calorie-counting 
customers satisfied? One man 
has lost 35 lbs. while lunching at 
Mr. C’s; another hasn’t missed a 
day in three years. Cantone 
takes a personal interest in his 
patrons’ progress, gives them 
take-home recipes, and warns 
them to “watch those weekend

temptations! 


The restaurant decor is neo- 
Woolworth’s with imitation 
wood paneling and cafeteria fur- 
nishings, but what it lacks in 
style it makes up in cleanliness 
and friendly service. Open daily 
from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m., Mr. C’s is 
the only place in town where 
weight-watchers can actually eat 
more and gain less.

Q: Is there any statistical or “scientific” 
proof that shaving the body and legs 
cuts down water resistance and lessens 
a swimmer’s time by seconds?

The most likely is that the name 
refers to the color of some of the most 
common and earliest species, especial- 
ly the brimstone: “the butter-colored 
fly.” A fairly far-fetched notion at- 
tributes its name to the appearance 
and consistency of its excrement. And 
Dr. Johnson thought the name came 
from the time of the butterfly’s first 
appearance in spring, “the season of 
the year when butter is first made.” 


Q: I read somewhere, long ago, that 
Houdini’s secrets were to be revealed 
in April, 1974, 100 years after his 
death. Any news about the unveiling? 
—M.S., Cambridge. 

A: 1974 is the 100th anniversary of 
Houdini’s birthdate, not his death 
(which was in 1926). Born Erich Weiss 
in Budapest in 1874, Houdini took his 
name from Jean Eugene Robert 
Houdin, the great French magician 
(1805-1871). Houdini’s fame was due 
largely to sensational and dangerous 
feats, such as freeing himself from 
ropes, handcuffs and nailed-up boxes. 
As for unveiling his secrets, there was a 
book written about Houdini in 1930 by 
Walter Gibson that was prepared from 
the magician’s private notebooks and 
memorabilia with the assistance of 
Houdini’s wife, Beatrice. It is called 
Houdini’s Escapes and Magic. 


Q: I have heard that the FBI is moving 
into new headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., at an exorbitant cost. What is 
that? 

A: Within the next month or two, the FBI 
with its millions of files and records 
will move into the 11l-story J. Edgar 
Hoover Building. The New H.Q. has 
been under construction for six years 
and will cost a minimum of $126 
million. 


Q: What's all this about a black ooze 
_ that’s threatening New York City? 
A: Well now, Brooklyn College scientist 
William Harris reports that a giant, 
floating ooze — the residue of sewage 
dumped into the ocean by the New 
York area’s 13 million people — has 
been sighted off the New York coast.

Retur- 
ning to his car, he discovered the hubcaps 
missing. “My first thought,” Dumont 
smiled, “‘was that it must have been those 
damned West Side junkies.” 

* 

The next time someone phones you urg- 
ing you to take a trial subscription to a 
daily newspaper and help some charity, 
you should know that only a miniscule 
amount of the money you cough up will 
actually go to the worthy cause in ques- 
tion. The people who call and ask you to 
take the Boston Globe to help the Danny 
Thomas St. Jude Leukemia fund actually 
work for a telephone solicitation agency 
called Circulation Sales and, since they 
get paid by commission, tend to ex- 
aggerate, even to the point of telling peo- 
ple that all or most of the money goes to 
the charity. But the truth, according to 
Globe Circulation Director Daniel Orr, is 
that for each 13 week subscription, the 
Globe gives the Leukemia Fund a quarter. 

The Herald American, meanwhile, con- 
tracts with an outfit called Vendors, Inc. 
to peddle subscriptions in the name of the 
Jerry Lewis Muscular Dystrophy Drive. 
Herald Circulation Director Lester 
Zwick doesn’t recall exactly how much 
the charity gets out of it, but says its 
“probably about the same’ as the 25 
cents per subscription the Globe gives. “I 
think these solicitation outfits meet in an 
alley somewhere and agree on these 
things,” Zwick said. 

** 

But as a ‘demain booster, the Herald 
American’s “Lucky Losers” game has 
been far more effective. It’s similar to the 
paper’s old stand-by of giving cash prizes 
to holders of certain Social Security 
numbers — except that by utilizing losing 
tickets from the Mass. State Lottery, the 
Herald has been able to capitalize on the 
tremendous success of The Game. 

Does such a close relationship between 
a privately-owned newspaper and a 
public lottery raise questions of 
propriety? Dave Ellis, spokesman for 
the lottery, says no, because the lottery 
does not cooperate with the Herald’s 
game in any way. It does not even provide 
the paper with lists of losing numbers. 
The Herald merely takes advantage of a 
sophisticated statewide ticket distribu- 
tion system paid for by a public agency.

Jack and Irving: Love Loss on the Liberal Trail

On Harvard Avenue near 
Brookline’s Coolidge Corner, two 
political campaign headquarters 
for Democratic state senator 
candidates have been opened 
recently. They are on opposite 
sides of the street, almost facing 
each other. 

There is, of course, nothing 
unusual about that this time of 
year. Except that the signs in the 
window of each storefront con- 
tain the word, re-elect. Re-elect 
Sen. Jack Backman. Re-elect 
Sen. Irving Fishman. 

And the Democratic voters of 
Brookline and Newton, joined 
together in the same senatorial 
district for the first time as the 
result of last year’s redistricting 
squabble, are faced with this un- 
avoidable dilemma: no matter 
how they vote in the Sept. 10 
primary, they will be defeating 
one of the few Jewish liberals 
presently serving in the 40 man 
state Senate. 

Jack Backman and Irving 
Fishman are the only incumbent 
senators who wound up in the 
same district after the dust of 
the bitter battle to create a black 
Senate seat had settled; and that 
happened only because the 
powers-that-be finally realized it 
was politically unfeasible to con- 
tinue to disenfranchise Boston’s 


black populace, so one minority 
might as well be swapped for 
another. As to which Jew should 
go, we’ll leave that, in the true 
Democratic fashion, up to the 
voters. 

But there are those am 
Backman’s supporters who wi 
tell you that the move was 
designed specifically to get him. 
They point out that the make-up 
of the new district favors 
Fishman by a five to three ratio, 
that Fishman, not Backman, is 
on cordial terms with the Senate 
leadership and that, indeed, 
Backman infuriated the 
leadership — Senate President 
Kevin Harrington in particular 
— by standing up and denoun- 
cing him and his tactics at a 
redistricting hearing. 

One of those tactics, one sup- 
porter recalls, was Harrington’s 
behind-closed-doors threat to 
redraw the lines of the home dis- 
tricts of uncooperative 
legislators. 

Two gubernatorial vetoes 
later, Backman was still blasting 
the leadership’s tactics, but this 
time no one was listening. The 
final plan that breezed its way 
through the legislature took the 
Boston wards out of Backman’s 
largely urban district, took 
Watertown out of Fishman’s dis- 


trict, and threw the home bases 
of each, Brookline and Newton, 
together. 

It’s a logical district — the two 
communities being contiguous 
and largely liberal, though 
Brookline, a community of 
roughly 50,000, is more urban, 
less affluent, and more political- 
ly traveled than suburban New- 
ton, a community of 93,000 but 
spread out into single family 
neighborhoods with no tradition 
of door-to-door campaign 
organizing and glad-handing. 

The illogical thing is that two 
long-time legislative colleagues, 
with virtually identical voting 
records on progressive issues, 
who have been mutually suppor- 
tive over the years and who, at 
one time, even shared the same 
State House office, must now go 
for each other’s throats. 


On a High Level? 


For the record, of course, they 
say they’re not going to do that. 
At each candidates’ night at 
which he has appeared, 
Fishman, an amiable, round and 
double-chinned man — the kind 
that Hollywood casts as a politi- 
cian — begins by assuring the 
voters that he will not attack his 
old friend and colleague, Jack. 
He will campaign on his record. 


“Our campaigns will be on a 
high level,” Fishman said at a 
Newton ward committee 
meeting (with Backman 
present). “I will never say 
anything against Jack. I 


couldn’t. Nor will Jack say 


anything against me.” 

In his office, talking to a 
reporter, Fishman puts it this 
way: “Jack supports a lot of 
legislation that costs money. 
There’s a $20 million price tag on 


“his bill to create public service 


jobs as an answer to unemploy- 
ment. It’s just another patronage 
boondoggle.” 

Backman has said his public 
service job proposal would cut 
back on the welfare rolls, to 
which Fishman counters, ““They 
might as well stay on welfare. 
We’d get no work out of them.” 
Fishman’s approach to un- 
employment is to provide more 
tax incentives to private in- 
dustry — and, yes, not so subtle 
differences between the two men 
do begin to emerge. 

The liberal community, un- 
willing to choose between the 
two, is largely keeping its hands 
off, with political organizations 
and activists in the district 
either doing nothing or engaging 
in the somewhat counter- 


productive technique of helping 


them both. But a few have made 
the difficult choice. 

Steve Worth, a political 
science professor at 
Northeastern and a close 
political colleague of Fishman’s 
d anti-war college lec- 
ture days of the mid-sixties, has 
thrown his support to Backman, 
even to the extent of writing 
speeches for him. “As sad as the 
choice for me,’ Prof Worth says 
in a Backman campaign leaflet, 
“I have no hesitation in giving 
my support to Sen. Backman. 
Both candidates are assets to the 
legislative process. The signifi- 
cant difference is leadership. 
Senator Fishman has a good 
record. Jack Backman is in- 
dispensable. The liberal bloc will 
lose one vote if Irving Fishman is 
not returned to the Senate. The 
liberal bloc will lose one vote and 
its leadership if Jack Backman is 
not returned to the Senate.” 

This is the point that 
Backman tries to hammer home. 
He lists his legislative ac- 
complishments in the field of 
social welfare and adds, 
“Fishman has voted for these 
measures, it’s true, but it’s one 
thing to vote for them and quite 
another to conceive them and 
fight for them, sometimes when 
they’re very unpopular, to the

end.” 

Fishman contends that this 
difference is one more of style 
than of substance. “Jack gets a 
lot more press,” he conceded, 
“because he gets involved with 
controversial social issues.”’ 
Backman is chairman of the 
Social Welfare Committee and 
Fishman heads the less 
glamorous Committee on Banks 
and ing. 
But Fishman vigorously 
denies the contention that 
Backman provides more 
leadership. “I don’t think he’s 
considered a leader of the liberal 
group at all,” he said. “His 
positions are more radical. We 
have to try to amend them, make 
them more acceptable, more 
reasonable pieces of legislation 
in order to get them passed. 

“That’s where I think Jack has 
left his constituency behind. He 
polarizes people. I don’t like to 
do that.” 


The Differences 


The area of difference, then, 
boils down pretty much to effec- 
tiveness: Backman saying 
Fishman is ineffective because 
he’s bland; Fishman saying 
Backman is ineffective because 
he’s radical. And, to no one’s sur- 
prise, the pledge not to attack 
each other is quickly forgotten. 

Backman is outspoken, 
aggressive, and, to his 
ideological opponents, pretty 
damned abrasive. For that 
reason, he’s also hard to ignore. 
Even in the House, as one of 240 
reps, he found the knack for get- 
ting publicity. As Chairman of a 
legislative commission studying 
the drug laws, he came out very 
early (long before anyone had 
heard the word 
“decriminalization”) in favor of 
legalizing the possession of two 
ounces or less or marijuana. 
Most of his colleagues treated 
the proposal as a joke (and, un- 
fortunately, they still do) and 
Backman became known around 
State House corridors as ““Two- 
Ounce Jack.” 


Since then he has chaired the 
Legislative Commission on 
Crime and Correction, drawing a 
lot of fire (but getting more 
press) for his energetic push for 
prison reform, and he has 
pioneered legislation in the areas 
of gun control, aid to families 
with children, and aid to the 
elderly. (Brookline is said to 
have the largest concentration of 
elderly people of any community 
in the nation outside of Fort 
Lauderdale.) 

He likes to say that Gov. 
Sargent examines his legislation, 
picks out the bills he likes, has 
his staff draw up similar bills 
and then takes the credit after 
they pass. This was particularly 


true in the case of the creation of 
the Office for Children, and two 
days after Backman introduced 
his legislation banning handguns 
at a very poorly attended press 
conference this year, Sargent 
came forward and, with much 
fanfare and press coverage, un- 
veiled a weaker bill. Even as he 
did so, however, his staff had not 
yet finished drafting the 
measure. 

But when it comes to co- 
opting other people’s work, well, 
all’s fair, apparently, in a fight 
for political survival. “Everyone 
claims to be for the consumer,” 
reads one of Backman’s cam- 
paign leaflets, ‘but Jack was co- 
author of the “Truth In Lending 


Law.”” Well, perhaps so, but the 
man who originally filed the 
Truth In Lending Bill — which 
subsequently became the model 
for federal legislation requiring 
full disclosure on all types of 
credit — was none other than Ir- 
ving Fishman, who also was 
House floor manager for the bill. 

“Jack was the only legislator,” 
Backman’s leaflet claims, 
publicly endorsed. the ‘Rep. 
Shea-Wells Bill’ which tested 
the constitutionality of the Viet- 
nam War when it first came up 
for a public hearing.” But again, 
Irving Fishman was publicly 
criticizing the war as far back as 
1965. 

Even though he has never 


represented any part of Boston, 
Fishman is vice chairman of the 
Urban Affairs Committee 
(‘‘We’ve got to solve the 
problems of the city,” he says, 
“or the suburbs won’t survive”), 
but his chief concern is banking, 
and he has been Chairman of 
Banks and Banking since he was 
elected to the Senate in 1971 (the 
same year that Backman joined 
the upper branch). Before that 
he was House clerk of the com- 
mittee for six years. 

Fishman claims to have taken 
the committee out of the hands 
of the vested interests and 
pointed it on the path of con- 
sumerism. “This committee was 
a rubber stamp for the com- 
missioner of banks [Freda 
Koplow] before I took it over,” 
Fishman said. 

“She used to attend all the ex- 
ecutive sessions,” he said. 
first thing I did as chairman was 
kick her out.” Fishman then 
began introducing packages of 
consumer protection legislation 
which, he says, “has really 
shaken up the whole banking 
business.” In addition to truth in 


= lending and retail credit repor- 


ting, Fishman successfully push- 
ed bills abolishing inter-locking 
directorships (the same person 
serving as director of more than 
one competing bank), and one 
requiring mortgage holders to get 
copies of certificates of title. 
This year he has been in- 
vestigating the failure of the 
Surety Bank in Wakefield and 
has introduced a package of 
legislation designed to prevent 
the same thing from happening: 
again. Much of this is solid 
legislation as far as it goes, but 
Backman belittles the impor- 
tance of the committee. 
‘‘Banks are pretty much 
regulated by the federal 
government,” he sniffs. “Where 
would we have gone in the field 
of social welfare these last few 
years if I hadn’t been around?” 
Interestingly enough, however, 
Backman for the first time has

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God’s Colonel and Mr. Moon’s Crusade

“You believe He will come 
with great fanfare, from the blue 
sky,”’ the little man yelled, his 
high-pitched voice alternately 
rasping and soothing. “You 
think Billy Graham will meet 
Him with a big shiny Cadillac 
and they will go on a television 
talk show.” 

Col. Bo Hi Pak, otherwise 
known as God’s Colonel, was lec- 
turing a couple of thousand 
Bostonians in Hynes Auditorium 
last week. His sermon had been 
preceded by a troupe of very 
professional-looking dancers and 
mimes and singers who con- 
stitute the Celebration of Life, 
an evangelistic touring company 
sponsored by the Sun Myung 
Moon Unification Church. 

Until God’s Colonel came 
onstage it was unclear why all 
the people of Boston had been 
invited to attend the free Chris- 
tian crusade. Fliers had been dis- 
tributed throughout the city by 
well-scrubbed disciples of 
Moon’s church. Free ice cream 
had been lavishly offered on the 
Common the afternoon before 
the start of the Celebration’s 
three-day run at Hynes, and the 
dancers had smilingly pranced 
through a performance in the 
sunny 90-degree heat. A sound- 
truck had made its annoying way 
across town all day every day, 
blaring popular songs and in- 
vitations to attend the Celebra- 
tion of Life. These masses of 
advance-men and women 
succeeded in bringing Boston 
out. The audience ranged from 
curiosity-seekers who were there 
because it was free or because 
“my barber told me about it” to 
nuns who felt it was “an ex- 
perience we should share” to 
pretty young things and old 
lechers, 

Many in the audience assum- 
ed that the Unification Church 
had something to do with Jesus 
Freaks or Hare Krishna, or 
perhaps Guru Maharaj Ji. It 


wasn’t until Col. Pak appeared 
at the podium that the heavy- 
handed message of the Unifica- 
tion Church became obvious. For 
the first time that evening the 
stage was bare. The Lawrence 
Welk atmosphere that had per- 
vaded the program diminished, 
and there stood the Colonel, 
alone, save for the massive 
medallion-type poster of the 
church’s 54-year-old seer, Mr. 
Moon. . 

Pak’s speech reflected the pro- 
Americanism of the preceeding 
performance (which had includ- 
ed a bongo-playing Uncle Sam) 
but in his lengthy Bible barrage, 
God’s Colonel revealed that he is 
against a lot of things. Among 
those mentioned were Billy 
Graham (“He can’t tell you how 
the Messiah is coming’’), Chris- 
tian churches (‘‘they keep 
watching for big signals from the 
blue sky”’), Jews (in references to 
scholars who study all the time 
and miss the obvious), Moscow 
radio (‘‘the opium of the 
masses”), and the Cosmonauts, 
who, according to Pak, “crossed 
the moon, didn’t find heaven, 
and announced they had smash- 
ed the Gospel.” Closing his 45- 
minute sermon with an admoni- 
tion that the day of the Lord 
could be “‘a terrible day for you,” 
the Colonel retreated backstage 
and let the singers and dancers 
cool our heads and salve our 
spirits with a finale that Up 
With People would have been 
proud to call its own. 

Cards distributed at the 
Celebration of Life asked for our 
names, addresses and donations, 
as well as for converts to the 
Unification Church. No fuss, no 
muss, just mark an X in the 
proper box and there you are, a 
new member to be added to the 
120 Massachusetts converts to 
Moon’s organization. There are 
3,000 to 10,000 members in the 
United States (depending on 
whose figures you read) and half

a million worldwide, from home- 
base Korea to England, Western 
Europe, Japan and other parts of 
Asia. Your joining this, perhaps 
the fastest growing religious cult 
in the country, means you will be 
celibate (only 19 American-born 
couples have received the 


church’s permission to marry) 
and will abstain from alcohol, 
tobacco, and drugs. As a 
member of the Unification 
Church you may choose to ignore 
the fact that your devout life will 
differ immeasurably from that of 
your religious leaders, who enjoy 


the jet-set existence, running 
world-wide businesses and pro- 
whose funding is dubious at 
t and linked to the CIA at 
worst, and who live very well in- 
deed on the church’s money. The 
founder of the church, Mr. 
Moon, lives in Westchester 
County, N.Y., on a $625,000 es- 
tate; his chief disciple, Colonel 
Pak, lives in a 12-room, $115,000 
house across the Potomac from 
Washington, D.C. In contrast, 
the church members are asked to 
give their all (one true believer 
turned over her legacy of 
$300,000), according to a 
February 15 article in the, 
Washington Post. 

Mr. Moon presides over the 
“Family” of the Unification 
Church like a demanding 
patriarch who expects of his 
children the self-discipline he 
has never been able to maintain. 
Besides the difference in 
lifestyle, there remains between 
him and his generous followers a 
question of chastity.

Chung Hee’s military regime 
took over.

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Continued from page 5—————_ 
appliances, electronics, and 
machinery feature silver contact 
points, silver solder, etc. The 
government considers silver so 
crucial to national defense ‘that 
it began hoarding its supply in 
the ’50s as a strategic reserve. 
But the largest American drain 
on silver happens every time you 
click your Instamatic — silver 
nitrate is an indispensable 
photo-sensitive ingredient in 
film development. _ 

Gold does not get scarce easi- 
ly. It is almost always recovered 
— even your gold fillings have a 
way of finding their way back 
into Bullion sooner or later, ac- 
cording to Gunnels. It is so in- 
credibly durable that you can 
hammer it down to a few 
molecules’ thickness without 
breaking it up. Nor will it cor- 
rode. Though only an estimated 
100,000 tons have been mined 
since the Pharoahs, probably 90 
percent of that total now resides 
in foreign banks. “About the 
only way to get rid of gold,” ex- 
plains Gunnels, “would be to 
shoot it into outer space.” 
Beyond jewelery, orthodonture, 
and the aerospace industry, 
gold’s industrial uses are almost 
nil compared with silver’s, mak- 
ing it more vulnerable to govern- 
ment action. Were the world’s 
central banks, Fort Knox includ- 
ed, to spring their reserves on the 
open market, the tonnage would 
easily fulfill all industrial needs 
tor 30 years — and the gold scar- 
city market would be wiped-out. 

Yet both silver and gold prices 
per ounce have skyrocketed in 
the past two years, silver from 


$2.50 to $5.00, and gold from 
$60.00 to $140.00. 

I telephoned several of 
Gunnels’ clients to survey which 
metal they preferred and in- 
advertently discovered that 
what kind of “heavy bread” they 
were hiding away, getting a jump 
on inflation, had very little to do 
with their motives. Most ex- 
pected a world-wide depression 
within five years, some foresaw 
World War III, and others 
foresaw just plain chaos. 
Gunnels observed that a number 
of his customers remember brib- 
ing their way past the Nazis with 
gold nuggets their parents had 
stitched in their pockets. “Gold 
means survival; literal survival 
to these people,” Gunnels said, 
“and they’ve started buying 
again.” 

All hoarders surveyed had two 
things in common: they’d lost, 
big or small, on the Stock 
Market recently and only then 
had they sat down to read Harry 
Browne’s You Can Profit From 
The Monetary Crisis. Browne, a 
‘smart money’ writer based in 
Vancouver, argues that in times 
of instability only “gold (or 
silver) is money”; he’s achieved 
guru-like status with hoarders 
for having correctly predicted 
the devaluation of the US dollar 
in his first book, How To Profit 
From The Coming Devaluation, 
but his competitors in the sizzl- 
ing pop financial publishing 
market are now closing in fast. 
This week’s no. 10 bestselling 
trade paperback is, according to 
The New York Times Book 
Review, How to Wheel and Deal 
in Gold and Silver, by C.M. 
Allen, published by the Allen 
Advertising Co. of New York. 

Matron of the Hoard: Mrs. A. 
(she and the others demanded 


anonymity), who would admit 
only that she lived in an 
“affluent suburb near Boston,” 


says “I’m very unsophisticated . 


about both money and the stock 
market. What do people like us 
do, who are caught in the 
middle? I don’t know how the 
gold market works either, but 
there is something awfully 
satisfying about gold coins. I feel 
like King Midas when I’m handl- 
ing them ” Investment: $20,000. 

The Hoarder Lifestyler: Mr. 
V., 31,. a suburban computer 
engineer, recently sold his home 
and invested the proceeds in 
silver. He now sees with his 
family in an apartment. He’s ex- 
pecting a world-wide panic 
within five years, but he said, 
“T’ll re-evaluate my position if in 
five years there hasn’t been a 
hyperinflation or another Black 
Friday; but for now, at least I’ve 
taken a position.”’ Mr. V. finds 
silver-hoarding ideologically 
sound, an attractive counter- 
cultural alternative to survival 
and a means of profiting mighti- 
ly, should metals prices soar. 
When I asked Mr. V. if he wasn’t 
contributing to the economy’s 
collapse by banking on-ruin, he 
fairly shrugged through the 
receiver with: “There comes a 
time when you have to think of 
— first.”” Investment: $15,- 

The Hoarding Hard-seller: 
Mr. S., 30, a life-insurance 
salesman, is a prospective client 
of Gunnels; he hasn’t bought yet 
but he and an associate are con- 
sidering the purchase of $1500 in 
Austrian Koronas (the minimum 
you can buy is 10, at $150 per). 
Meanwhile, he’s got a proposi- 
tion of his own: why not hawk 
gold coins in Cambridge’s 
notorious marketplace, Holyoke 
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ointments 


Plaza? Mr. S. assured Gunnels 
the scheme would succeed in 
reaching the “‘little man” trudg- 
ing to and from work if only he, 
Gunnels, would provide him 
back-up support in the form of a 
portable videotape presentation 
discussing the various advan- 
of owning gold. 

chatted with Mr. S. at his in- 
surance office desk last week, 
and he explained how middle- 
class investors should beware of 
going in over their heads. “You 
don’t put your life savings in 
metals,” he explained. “Just put 
in that little bit you've got left 
over at the end of the week. It 
adds up, and gold and silver will 
hold the line against inflation. 
It’s the best way of making a nest 
egg these days.’’ While we talk- 
ed, an Indian woman in a blue 
sari walked by wearing identical 
golden bracelets on either wrist. 
Mr. S. scrutinized them shrewd- 
ly, opened his Globe to the finan- 
cial pages to catch the day’s Spot 
Metal Quotations, and quipped, 
“That’s $164 there and another 
$164 there,” pointing at the 
retreating lady’s wrists. Then he 
sulked. “‘Here, they keep telling 
us to buy Savings Bonds. Ha!” 
Investment: a percentage of 
Precious Metals’ business if 
Gunnels agrees to allow Mr. S. to 
moonlight as a metal-hawker. 


The Brokers 


Commodity Brokers, the big 
boys who buy and sell precious 
metal futures, for the established 
Brokerage House on State 
Street, usually whisper when you 
ask them about gold or silver. 
There’s something terribly gar- 
ish about actually possessing the 
stuff, they feel, and they openly 
wonder about a hoarder’s stabili- 
ty, if they'll even discuss the 
matter. 

Buying gold ‘futures’ only 
means that you promise to pay a 
certain price for a specified 
number of ounces at some future 
date. If the price climbs over the 
agreed-upon period, you profit. 
If it sinks, you lose. Nobody ever 
sees the gold, only the papers 
guaranteeing that the buyer will 
pay upon delivery and that the 
seller will provide. When the big 
day arrives, papers change 
hands, and the gold (which could 


be sitting all the while in a Tim- 
buctoo bank) can be resold by 
the buyer at a price higher than 
what he’s paid — if he’s guessed 
right. But, normally, the stuff 
itself is never disturbed. It’s like 
a dizzying Parker Brothers game 
of Paper Promises, but it’s 
dignified all the same; not at all 
like hoarding gold, which means 
actually carting it off in a 
wheelbarrow. 

“Hoarders are small-time in- 
vestors, who are like gnats when 
they try dealing on the com- 
modities exchange,” a broker at 
Bache and Co. told me in a 
phone conversation. ‘They'll 
keep coming at you, begging for 
a few hundred ounces of silver 
here, and a few of gold there. 


Then they’ll come back in a few . 


days if the market’s fallen off, 
and cry they made a big mis- 
take.” Silver prices are especial- 
ly volatile. Hovering around 
$4/oz. now, they can swoop down 
20-50 percent in a day and then 
recover the next. One com- 
modities broker explained why 
this happens: “About $2.75 of 
that quote is based on silver’s 
current industrial value, and the 
rest is pure, unrefined emotion.” 
Gunnels disagrees: “It’s more 
like $3 for industrial value,”’ but 
he concurs that hoarders should 
stay out of the futures racket 
altogether, and nurse along that 
$1 of emotion per ounce with real 
silver safely tucked away in a 
safety-deposit box. 

No government is keen on hav- 
ing its citizenry hoarding — the 
metal quotations are too inflam- 
matory an indicator of a coun- 
try’s ills, both political and 
economic. But how do you stop 
speculators? So far, it’s an in- 
soluble riddle. Gold’s just too 
heady a commodity for 
politicians to control. 

Lenin took a crack at the 
problem; he proclaimed that 
after the revolution, he’d have 
the ruling class’s gold treasures 
melted down and recast into 
urinals for the proletariat. Surely 
there’d be no more panicky 
speculation in gold with the 
comrades relieving themselves 
on it every day; it would destro 
the mystique. But wha 
happened? Nothing. Lenin’s 24- 
carat vision of the People’s 
plumbing proved, alas, false: 
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endless rows of gleaming pissoirs 
never did appear in Red Square. 
Nowadays free market 
speculators lie awake nights 
wondering how much gold 


in Siberian banks, so the revolu- 
tion must have stalled 
somewhere. But decadent 
capitalists can cheer themselves 
with one thought: if gold keeps 
climbing and the dollar keeps

Jesus at the age of 16. His first 
wife bore him a son, but there 
was marital strife and Korean 
sources claim she once had him 
arrested.” 

Incidentally, according to the 
Washington Post, the scandal 
and reports of sexual excess that 
led to Moon’s 1954 arrest have 
been blamed by Moon’s devotees 
on his first wife. 

Norton continues: “Rev. Moon 
claims that his first wife didn’t 
understand his mission. After his 
divorce, Rev. Moon fathered

another son, who is now a stu- 
dent in Korea. The mother is un- 
known and Unification Church 
officials are reluctant to discuss 
the matter. Obviously the 
matter is a personal one 
nobody else’s business. But there 
is a contradiction of sorts, since 
Moon rails against any sexual 
activity save the marital variety, 
and warns his followers that 
adultery may lead to irrevocable 
and eternal damnation. 

“In the post-war confusion of 
Korea, when hopes for national 
independence were dashed by a 
Russo-American condominium 
of the peninsula, Sun Myung 
Moon joined an evangelical 
group that was awaiting the im- 
pending appearance of a new 
Messiah. Korea was the new 
Jerusalem and the Messiah was 
to be a Korean. But in attemp- 
ting to reform the local Korean 
churches to his beliefs, Moon 
was denounced by their 
ministers and jailed by North 
Korean authorities in 1948. 
Freed by United Nations troops 
two years later, he fled south and 
in 1954 founded the Holy Spirit 
Association for the Unification of 
World Christianity, or the Tong- 
Il church in Korean. (The name 
Tong-Il was advantageous 
because it means ‘unification’ in 
Korean, and political unification 


was a burning desire for most 
Koreans.)” 

Today, while Christian 
clergymen are jailed and harass- 
ed for their opposition to Park’s 
national policies, Moon’s 
organization enjoys special 
privileges, and, unlike virtually 
every other group, they are en- 
couraged to carry on mass 
demonstrations. 

The rallies carried on by 
Moon’s followers invariably take 


on a political flavor. In the 


Unification Church’s home base, 


Seoul, South Korea, the praise is 


for Park’s suppressive govern- 
ment. Here in the U.S. the story 
is not so different. In Layfayette 
Square (near the White House) 
last December, Moon’s disciples 

athered for a “Forgive, Love, 

nite” rally on President Nix- 
on’s behalf. And remember the 
“God Loves Nixon”’ banners and 
placards at the lighting of the 


.Christmas Tree last year? They 


were the work of 1,200 Unifica- 
tion Church members who 
crowded the grandstands for that 
ceremony. Mr. Nixon met with 
Moon in February, and was told 
by the evangelist, ‘‘Don’t 
knuckle under to pressure. Stand 


‘up for your convictions.” 


Mr. Moon’s own convictions 
are often as muddled and cloudy 
as President Nixon’s. Kim Kwan 
Suk, the general secretary of the 
Korean National Council of 
Churches, told Washington Post 
correspondent Don Oberdorfer 
that Moon’s group “is not a 
church. It is a cult . . . a new sect 
which has been undermining the 
established church.” 

What, then, is the Unification 
Church? According to its 

mphlets, Moon’s church is 
con on visions that gave him 
unique answers to “. . . many of 
the puzzling problems of Bible 
interpretation ... and deeper 
meanings of the parables and 
symbols of the Bible . . . as well 
as the purpose of all religions.” 


Soft-pedaled outside of Korea is 


that Moon’s home congregation 
regards him as the New Messiah 
who will usher in the Second Ad- 
vent. Pak’s speech here in 
Boston made rather fuzzy the 
question of whether Moon was a 
latter-day John preparing the 
world for the Messiah, or 
whether Pak was such a 
messenger, telling us that Moon 
is the New Messiah. 

One of Moon’s latest 
revelations came in 1973 when, 
he said, God directed him to ral- 
ly his followers behind President 
Nixon. Out of this came the 
“Day of Hope” tour of the U.S., 
when Moon counseled the 
American people everywhere to 
remember that “you belong to 
the American Family and 
Richard Nixon is your brother. 
Will you not then love your 
brother? You must love the 
President of the United 
States....” 


South of the (Korean) Border 


Moon’s chief spokesman, 


Colonel Pak, was caught in the © 


spell of the Unification Church 
in 1957, four years before he was 
assigned (by President Park) to 
Was , D.C. to serve as an 
assistant military attache. 

Critics claim he was a member of 
the Korean CIA, with whom he 


still maintains contact. Pak is~ 


head of the Korean Cultural 
Freedom Foundation, which was 
founded in 1965 to foster 
goodwill between Korea and the 
U.S. The ‘Little Angels’’ 
children’s dance company is 
financed by KCKK, and the 
angels’ group is an official 
emissary of the Park govern- 
ment. Radio Free Asia, which 
specializes in Laos-Vietnam 
broadcasts for information about 
POWs, is another KCKK opera- 
tion. In 1971, according to the 
Washington Post, “the Justice 
Department was very close to 
making a serious move against 
[KCKK]” for the foundation’s 
failure to register its existence on 
behalf of the Park government, a 


sin of omission that is in viola- 
tion of the Foreign Agent 
Registration act. To get out of 
that legal muddle, KCKK hired 
Robert Amery Jr., who is former 
deputy director for plans 
(operations) of the CIA. 

To pay for expensive lawyers, 
professional-grade evangelistic 
road shows and the purchase of 
$3 million in property in the past 
two years, the Unification 
Church must have gold-filled 
coffers somewhere. Acting U.S. 
president of the church Neil 
Albert Salonon reports some $6 
million flowing in annually from 
individual contributions. 
Members sell candles, flowers 
and peanuts on the street, and 
the church operates a few cot- 
tage industries. Still, the figures 
just don’t look right. Mr. Moon’s 

rsonal finances went from flat- 

roke (before he started having 
visions) to a net worth of $15 
million today. Pak’s salary is 
reported by the church to. be 
$31,500. Hundreds of members 
are supported, and expenses for 


special friends of the Moon 
organization are repo. y un- 
limited. Where does it all come 
from? I asked a group of Moon’s 
young followers at the ice cream 
giveaway for their analysis. 
“The money comes from God 
in many forms,” came the con- 
sensus. They smiled and fell 
silent. More than that they 
didn’t know. They offered me a 
carnation and all the ice cream I 


could carry.

A week later Laurence Stern of 
the Washington Post reported 
that Philip B.F. Agee, the agent 
in question, had not defected, 
was no traitor and was living in 
England writing a book on his 
CIA experiences. 

The Times covered its mistake 
with a story by Seymour Hersh 
in which Agee asserted that the 
CIA in Latin America has, on oc- 
casion, killed troublesome 
agents of its own, contracted in 
foreign countries. An interview 
with Agee in the Times showed 
him to be deeply disillusioned 
with the Agency; his 12 years as 
an agent turned him into a leftist 
concerned about US im- 
perialism. 

Agee countered the CIA disin- 
formation about him by contac- 
ting Stern of the Post on the ad- 
vice of Victor Marchetti. “I know 
him,” said Marchetti. “I came 
into contact with him some 
months ago. He wrote me a letter 
from England describing his 
situation. We have corresponded 
three or four times. When the 
false story on him came out in 
the Times I cabled Agee and urg- 
ed him to speak with Laurence 
Stern. I want this guy to get a 
fair hearing. I want him to stand 
up and tell his story. I don’t want 
the American public stuck with 
the CIA party line.” 

Agee has had enormous 

blems in the writing of his 

k, and Marchetti attributes 
them to the CIA. ‘Agee is 
separated from his wife, who is 
living in the United States with 
his two children” he said. “Agee 
felt that the CIA put the screws 
to his wife in order to keep his 
children from visiting him in 
England. This problem was 
resolved thanks to the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which 
Agee went to for aid.” 

Agee’s personal quandary is 
compounded by difficulties with 
his British publisher, Penguin. 
“Agee has written a very long 
manuscript, about two to three 
hundred thousand words. He 
went to England because he 
knew that he could never publish 
his book uncensored in this 
country. He had my example 
before him. Penguin, however, 
kept wanting to cut out impor- 
tant items. They cut out an en- 
tire critical portion of the book 
and refused to give any reason 
for doing so. Agee is suspicious of 
Penguin’s motives although he is 
still hopeful that they will put 
together a respectable book from 
what he has written. He has had 
to veto some of their ideas of 


publishing it, which were ex- 
tremely suspicious. Penguin 
wanted to publish the first edi- 
tion in a foreign country, not 
England. This could well have 
been an Eastern European coun- 
try, like Poland, say, and this 
would have easily tainted 
whatever Agee had written. He 
would have appeared to be what 
the CIA was implying — a defec- 
tor, a traitor. The CIA is 
probably working with MI6 
(British Intelligence) to screw up 
his book,’’ Marchetti said. 

“T see the same pattern in his 
case as in mine. He has chosen to 
do things differently. He has 
moved out of the country. The 
main object of the disinforma- 
tion about him is the American 
people. The CIA is certainly not 
fooling the Soviets.” 
Proprietaries 

The CIA, in establishing fronts 
for its operations, has become a 
business conglomerate. The 
fronts, known as proprietaries, 
are necessary to provide a 
reasonably legitimate reason for 
agents to travel overseas. They 
are all incorporated and head- 
quartered in the United States. 
What may seem to be a 
steamship company may, in 
fact, be a CIA proprietary. “God 
knows how many there are;”’ ex- 
claimed Marchetti. Marks, who 
is devoting much of his time 
researching proprietaries, said, 
“There are a lot of them. The 
CIA has set up media com- 
panies. Among its proprietaries 


are private security firms, 


steamship companies, radio 
stations, publishing houses, 
magazines, research and 
development companies. I even 
came across a behavioral psy- 
chology research center that was 
a CIA cover. You can break 
through the screen by seeing the 
incorporation papers that they 
are legally obliged to file. Then, 
if you check the boards of direc- 
tors of the proprietaries you find 
that there is a high degree of in- 
terlocking. If you know who 
these people are, and the CIA is 
not that clever about who the 
directors are, the companies can 
be identified for what they are.” 
Marchetti added, ‘There are 
proprietaries we don’t even know 
about, don’t suspect and we will 
learn about them to great surprise 
to ourselves. But they are there.” 
One CIA agent, who headed 
what may very well have been a 
proprietary, the New Orleans 
Trade Center, was Clay Shaw, a 
man fingered by New Orleans 
District Attorney Jim Garrison 
as a key plotter in the conspiracy 
to assassinate President 
Kennedy. Marchetti remembers 
that during the Garrison probe 
the Director of the CIA was very 
concerned that Shaw’s affiliation 
might be exposed. ‘“The Director 
was obviously concerned when 


the Garrison investigation was 
going on. When I asked what the 
problem was I was told that 
Shaw had been a domestic con- 
tact agent. The Agency is afraid 
of any exposure, even an inno- 
cent one. Shaw may simply have 
been just an agent. I have no in- 
formation linking the CIA to the 
Kennedy assassination. I do feel

Kissinger), told him that the 
cables that Hunt forged did exist 
at one time. According to 
Marchetti’s account, Halperin 
said that he had seen the cables 
but that they disappeared after 
the Democrats left office. Hunt 
was engaged not so much in 
fakery as in historical 
reconstruction. There is no way 


that the investigation into the 
JFK assassination ought to be 
reopened, though. There are 
many unanswered questions. 
The problem with the Agency is 
that it employs so many 


different people for so many’ 


different reasons.’ 


The Plumbers 

In January, 1972, Marchetti 
noticed that several top level 
CIA people were making their 
way periodically to the White 
House. He met with Bob Smith 
of the New York Times and 
registered his apprehension. 
Smith investigated and reported 
that an office to stop national 
security leaks had been set up, 
headed by David Young. This 
was, of course, the Plumbers, but 
it was nearly a year after the 
Times story appeared that their 
cover was blown. Marchetti’s in- 
itial instinct was proved to have 
been sound. 


One of the “national security” 
problems involved Plumber E. 
Howard Hunt’s attempt to forge 
cables alleging that President 
Kennedy ordered the assassina- 
tion of South Vietnamese Presi- 
dent Diem. Marchetti claims 
that Morton Halperin, a former 
member of the National Security 
Council (bugged on the order of, 
and now suing, Henry 


of finally proving this charge, 
since the original cables, if they 
ever existed, have vanished. 


CIA In Boston 


The CIA maintains a center in 
Cambridge for debriefing pliant 
traveling professors and 
businessmen. But the most im- 
portant CIA activity in this area, 
according to John Marks, is the 
recruitment of foreign students 
as agents. “There is a contact 
agent on every major university 
campus. He recruits foreign 
students who may rise to 
positions of power in their own 
countries,” said Marks. 

Marchetti said, “You never 
know when a foreign student 
from Harvard is going to wind up 
being a cabinet minister. The 
odds are in favor of having some 
high foreign officials as long- 
time CIA agents.” 


Repressive and Inept 


Marchetti and Marks, two in- 
siders from the intelligence 
netherworld, do not invest the 
CIA with the omnipotence that 
many cursory critics attribute to 
it. Having lived in the concentric 
rings of the spy bureaucracies for 
years, they are able to discern its 
structure and its weaknesses. 
The CIA has a palpable 
familiarity to them; it is not seen 
as an almost mythological force, 


silently and clearly guiding 
events to favor American im- 
perial interests. The CIA is 
neither so silent nor lucid. 

“They’re not so good. That’s 
the funny thing about it. They 
are very fallible and inept at 
times,” said Marks. He paused 
and added, ‘If you were a 
Chilean Marxist you wouldn’t 
think that but the CIA is not 
that good at what they do.” 

Marchetti said, ‘““They are 
becoming more sophisticated, 
however. Their covers are 
becoming deeper as things are 
exposed. The revelations about 
their clandestine activity is for- 
cing them to become a truly 
clandestine organization.” 

“One can’t minimize the 
danger to us and American socie- 
ty they pose,” Marks said. “It’s 
much more complex than people 
think. They are both repressive 
and inept.” 

“You mean impressive and in- 
ept,” interjected Marchetti. 
“Sometimes they can be very 
good and sometimes they are 
very bad. You almost have to 
on a case-by-case basis. They do 
have one thing going for them — 
they are an established 
bureaucracy. They survive. They 
have an injunction against me, a 
precedent. They are trying to get 
= a new law, an equivalent to an 
official secrets act. We may be 


strangling Frankenstein’s baby 
* and wind up with Dracula.” 


Marchetti glanced at his 
watch. “I’m late for an ap- 
pointment,” he said to himeelf, 
and sprinted away from the 
table. 

Marks and I were left alone. 
He confided to me, chuckling, 
that in the negotiations between 
the CIA lawyers and the ACLU 
lawyers over the manuscript of 
the book, both agreed that the 

‘ National Caucus of Labor Com- 
mittees is an obnoxious bunch of 
squirts. He doesn’t believe that 
the NCLC (or the SLA) is CIA. 
“Just a pain in the ass,” he said. 

Marks has recently become a 
Washington editor of (MORE), 
the journalism magazine. He is a 
contemporary journalist, part of 
the post-Watergate press, 
operating like an intelligence 
agent for the public. ‘““When you 
expose something that’s hidden 
its cover is blown. Investigative 
reporting on the CIA is very 
fruitful. It stops some of their 
practices. You can’t get at the 
root of the generic problem but 
you sure can get at specifics.” 
Marks’s statement explains ex- 
actly why the CIA is relentlessly 
pursuing its disaffected agents 
with covert pressure and court 
orders. Several former in- 
telligence agents are not about to 
halt the imperialist juggernaut, 
but their potential for educating 
Americans about clandestine ac- 
tion taken in the national name 
is inestimable.

Gays Lose Battle 
In Worcester

again that night for the civil 
rights of his people — his gay 
brothers and sisters of all races. 

The fight took place at the 
Worcester city hall, where the 
city council was pondering a 
proposed amendment to the 
city’s human rights ordinance 
that would prohibit discrimina- 
tion against gay people in hous- 
ing and employment. 

Joining Dotton in presenting 
arguments in favor of the 
amendment’s adoption was a 
consortium of people represen- 
ting the Worcester Gay Union, 
the Massachusetts Civil Liber- 
ties Union and the state Socialist 
Workers Party, along with 
various clergymen and at- 
torneys. 


The city council listened 


dutifully, if somewhat im- 
patient'y, to the contingent’s 
arguments. Then after more 
than an hour of often heated 
debate (mostly over whether 
“‘out-of-towners’’ should be 
allowed to speak before the coun- 
cil) the council handily rejected 
the gay rights proposal on a 7 to 2 
vote. 

A favosable vote would have 
opened the way for Worcester to 
become the first New England 
city and the llth éity 


nationwide — to adopt a civil 


rights measure for gay citizens. 

The only council members 
who voted in favor of the amend- 
ment were Barbara Kohin and 
Joseph Casdin, two members of 
the three-member human 
resources committee that earlier 
had unanimously supported the 
amendment. That committee’s 
third member, Carl Koontz, sur- 
prised his colleagues by voting 
against the amendment at 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

After the meeting Dotton 
responded to stock questions 
from straight newsmen by saying 
he was “deeply disappointed” 
with the vote, and he vowed the 
measure would be brought before 
the council again soon. 

To other gay people, of course, 
he said the council acted about 
as expected. 

Hopes were raised somewhat 
several weeks ago when both the 
city council’s human resources 
committee and the city’s human 
rights commission (created three 
years ago to oversee implementa- 
tion of the new human rights or- 
dinance) gave their support to 
the gay rights amendment. But 
there were few serious hopes that 
the largely conservative majority 
of the city council could be 
swayed in favor of the widely 
publicized proposal. 

Dotton was not bluffing 
newsmen, though, when he 
promised that the proposal 
would be resurrected soon. 

“Tonight is mostly just a 
matter of consciousness-raising. 
We’ll lobby for another six 
months and bring this thing 
back again, and again and 
again” in hopes of eventual affir- 
mative action, he said. 

He added the 
consciousness-raising effort was 
effective not just in rousing sup-

port for the amendment among 
Worcester gay people. Gay ac- 
tivist groups in some other areas 
heard of the Worcester Gay 
(nion’s civil rights project and 
began making their own plans to 
confront city councils and boards 
of selectmen. 

Dotton said groups in 
Springfield and some smaller 
cities and towns in 
Massachusetts, plus some 
groups in Maine and New 
Hampshire, will launch their 
own civil rights efforts this fall. 

News of law reform efforts in 
individual communities comes 
as something of a revelation to 
Boston gay leaders, who general- 
ly have taken the view that such 
reform should be done statewide, 
through the legislature. 

Dotton’s statements indicated 
that, although many gay people 
outside the Boston area support 
the efforts of Boston gays to br- 
ing about statewide law reform, 
suburban and rural gays seldom 
have the time or opportunity to 
journey to the statehouse to join 
the lobbying efforts themselves. 
Instead, their concern lies with 
employment and housing dis- 
crimination in their hometowns, 
and they believe they can be 
more effective in raising the con- 
sciousnesses of straight and gay 
people in the hometown than 
they can be in lobbying before 
the legislature. 

The fate of the Worcester 
amendment was sealed when a 
city attorney, Thomas Langella, 
warned that adoption of the 
amendment might dunk the city 
in legal hot water. He explained 
that it could be construed that 
the city was condoning ‘‘un- 
natural acts,’’ which are 
prohibited by state law. 

- That was all the encourage- 
ment council member George 
Wells needed. 

“‘We can’t consider something 
that’s illegal,” Wells said early 
in the session. Later he said that 
sponsors of the measure were 
attempting to turn Worcester 
into ‘‘the gay capital of 
America.’’ That statement 
brought a round of applause 
from the contingent of about 30 
gay people in the gallery. 

His argument against equal 
opportunities in housing was 
based on his experience as a 
former newspaperman: ‘‘I 
remember as a court reporter one 
time we were looking in a room- 
ing house for a man who 
molested some young boys.” 

Only one other time Tuesday 
did mention come of homosexual 
molestation or torture of minors. 
One member of the Knights of 
Columbus read a newspaper 
clipping stating that Elmer 
Wayne Henley had been con- 
victed and sentenced for his part 
in the Houston mass murders. 

Dotton quickly pointed out 
that it would be just as ludicrous 
to label all gay people as psy- 
chopaths because of the Houston 
murders as it would be to label 
all heterosexuals psychopaths 
because of the murders of eight 
Chicago nurses by Richard 
Speck. 

Wells said he was also 
mystified why no gay person had 
ever filed a complaint with the 
city’s human rights commission. 
He was unconvinced by 


arguments that gay people have 


no legal basis on which to file 
complaints so long as dis- 
crimination against them is not 
illegal. 

The only other council 
member who spoke against the 
amendment was Mayor Israel 
Katz. His position had not 
changed since he announced at 
an earlier hearing that he was 
unalterably opposed to the 
amendment. 

At that time he had gone so far 
as to say he would disown one of 
his own grandchildren if one 
turned out to be gay.

taken an interest in banking 
himself this year, fighting to kill 
a Fishman-sponsored bill to 
allow banking institutions to 
enlarge their powers and create 
chain banking facilities across 
county lines. 

He didn’t mention Fishman 
by name in his blast at the 
measure, but in an obvious 
reference to Fishman’s claim to 
represent the consumer, 
Backman charged: ' 

“There is only one way you 
could call it a bill for con- 
sumerism. It is a bill that will 
allow the big banks to totally 
consume the little banks in 
Massachusetts.” The bill was 
sent off to a study, effectively 
killing it for this session. 
Backman and Fishman, it is fair 
to say, are mutually cooperative 
no longer. 

After Fishman opposed 
Backman’s public employment 
measure on the Senate floor, 
Backman angrily snapped, “I’m 
disappointed that I don’t have 
Senator Fishman’s support this 
year. Why don’t we just 
prorogue?”’ 

Backman’s insinuation that 
Fishman is not the enemy of big 


banking he would like us to 
believe is valid (“The banking 
community. wants to be kept 
honest,” Fishman told me), and 
just as valid, probably, is 
Fishman’s assertion that if every 
Backman bill became law the 
state would very quickly go 
bankrupt. “His programs cost 
money,” Fishman offered. “My 
programs save money.” 


Voters Unaware? 


What effect is all this rather 
forced in-fighting between two 
one-time friends having on their 
now shared constituency? 
Interestingly, most voters that 
Backman encounters on a Satur- 
day morning in Newton center 
seem not to be aware that 
another man represents them in 
the state Senate. They accept 
Backman’s “re-elect” literature 
without question. 

And in the far reaches of town, 
the middle-class Italian 
neighborhood of single-family 
homes, Backman finds virgin 
territory in which to campaign 
door-to-door. Nearly every voter 
he questions says Backman is 
the first candidate they can 
recall ever coming to the door in 
person. 

One exception on a recent 
Saturday morning was the 
proprietor of a small corner store 
on the border of Newton and 


Waltham. “I’m Jack Backman 
and I’m running for re-election,” 
the senator began, introducing 
himself to a handful of un- 
interested customers. 

“He doesn’t want to tell you,” 
interrupted the proprietor, “so I 
will. He’s running against Irving 
Fishman.” Jack flashed an un- 
certain smile. “You're all right 
on most issues,” the proprietor 
continued, “But you’re too 
liberal on some.’ 

The customers still seemed 
uninterested, but the proprietor 
continued: ‘‘He says that 
Fishman is for the big banks.” 

for the people,’ 


Backman said. 
“Aw, go on,” returned the 
proprietor. “All you guys say 


you're for the people. But you’re 
all right. At least you’re honest.” 

So Backman’s message, at 
least to some extent, is getting 
through. And he’s out there cam- 
paigning aggressively in the un- 
familiar end of the district, 
pressing the flesh. The Fishman 
campaign, on the other hand, is 
low profile, leisurely, and a little 
too overconfident. The campaign 
styles, indeed, seem to reflect the 
personalities of the men 
themseves. 

Outside of the obligatory 
subway-stop handshaking and 
small organizational meetings, 
there is little evidence of the

Fishman campaign. Of course, 
the heat of the summer is 
traditionally a slow time, but in 
this race, don’t forget, all the 
marbles are riding in the 
September primary. 

And since the primary has 
been moved up this year to Sept. 
10, it comes only a week after 
Labor Day. It’ll be hard to get 
anything going then. 

“This new district makes me 
the underdog,” Backman con- 
ceded, “but perhaps they don’t 
know how hard I fight. I’ve been 
the underdog before. Ask Beryl 
Cohen.” 


I did ask Beryl Cohen, the 
popular former Brookline 
senator who was upset by 
Backman in 1970, and he agreed 
that Jack “doesn’t campaign 
gracefully.” He advised Fishman 
that he’d better get out and work 
in Brookline if he expects to 
come out on top. 

“Fishman isn’t really laced 
with social conscience,’’ Cohen 
observed, “and Brookline isn’t 
looking for a respectable kind of 
senior official. If Fishman is go- 
ing to compete, he’d better 
change his style. He’d better get 
out of the doldrums of Newton.”

While Hannah was the only 
Patriot veteran to cross the 
picket line at the team’s 
Amherst training camp, no less 
than 16 Cincinnati Bengals 
abandoned the union position 
and began workouts. In Houston, 
Steve Kiner reported to his fifth 
camp in two years, declaring 
that he was paid “by the owners, 
not the Players Association,” a 
statement which baffled 
everyone, including, 
presumably, Kiner. But if there 
were cracks forming here and 
there in the facade of the 
NFLPA, the players insisted 
that they were not about to cave 
in 


“We're not going to give up on 
this thing,” maintained Jon 
Morris. “Realistically, there’s a 
good chance we won’t play foot- 
ball this year.” That sort of 
utterance took no small degree of 
bravado in light of the striking 


players’ meager efforts at 
Amherst. On Saturday they had 
showed up in force, only to be in- 
formed that the University of 
Massachusetts — and not, mind 
you, the Patriots management — 
had decided that they would not 
be allowed to picket on campus. 
The veterans repaired to Che- 
quers bar to discuss the situa- 
tion. The next day, it being Sun- 
day with no courts open for 
business (the assumption had 
been that the University — 
whether at the direction of the 
team or not remained a point of 
dispute — would probably seek 
an injunction should a picket 
line materialize on its property), 
the players put on a show for the 
rookies and free agents, and then 
returned once again to Chequers 
to plot new strategy. They lay 
low for two days as their 
numbers dwindled, and then on 
Wednesday, the scheduled 
reporting date for veteran 
players, a skeleton crew once 
again marched for a few hours. 
By Thursday morning only 
player rep Morris, Len St. Jean, 
Rick Cash (he of the “Up The 
Oligopsony” picket sign) and 
John Tarver remained. And they 
were packing their bags. By Fri- 
day the only veteran player left 
in Amherst was John Hannah, 
and he wasn’t walking any 
picket line. 

“We might picket again. We'll 
have to see what happens from 
here,” sighed Morris, weary from 
all those hours of trudging 
around, encumbered with a 
heavy cardboard sign. The

their latest counter-proposal.

$40,000 a year has any business 
striking about anything, the 
owners revealed that they had 
upped the ante: their latest offer, 
which they claimed would cost 
them in excess of $12 million, in- 
cluded pay increases for exhibi- 
tion games,*a liberalization of 
reporting dates, an improvement 
— however slight — in the op- 
tion clause, albeit only of a 
financial nature — and an ex- 
pansion of the pension and in- 
surance plans. Nowhere, 
significantly enough, were what 
has come to be called the 
“freedom issues” mentioned. 

“Tt isn’t a serious response to 
our demands,’’ insisted 
NFLPA executive director Ed 
Garvey and President Bill Curry. 
“Tf it comes down to it, we might 
be willing to submit the whole 
thing — except the ‘freedom 
issues’ — to binding ar- 
bitration.” 

“The union’s freedom issues 
are really artificial issues. Our 
money offer is dependent on con- 
tinuation of the present system,” 
replied New York Giants owner 
Wellington Mara, who sits on the 
management council. 

And therein lies the impasse. 
“I keep trying to make people 
understand that money is not an 
issue in this strike,”’ pleads 
Morris. ‘‘Wherever else the 


negotiations might lead, we’re 
standing firm on the freedom 
issues. We want to do something 
about the option clause. We 
want to change the standard 
player contract. Frankly, we 
want to get rid of the Rozelle 
Rule.” 

The Rozelle Rule. While it is 
certainly difficult to quarrel with 
many of the “personal freedom” 
demands (matters such as hair 
length, attire, and what time a 
player should say “nightie- 
night” are hardly within the pur- 
view of a coach, general 
manager, or owner; a grown man 
who plays football for a living 
+ does not need to be treated like 
an inmate at Fessendon School 


2 in order to perform on the field), 


the Rozelle Rule is a different 
story for the simple reason that, 
on the surface, it appears to be 
an eminently fair and sensible 
solution to an otherwise-sticky 
situation. In theory, it is. In 
practice, it has not always work- 
ed out that way. 


When the NFL adopted the 
option clause, it appeared to be a 
landmark victory for the 
professional athlete. Unlike the 
reserve clause of baseball, the 
NFL contract does not necessari- 
ly bind a player to a team for life 
— or until he is traded. A dis- 
satisfied player could announce 
that he was playing out his op- 
tion, take a ten percent cut in 
pay, play without a contract for 
a year, and then be a freedman, 
on his own to negotiate with 
whom he wished. The hitch was 
that, naturally, the new team 
would have to compensate the 
old one with bodies and/or 
money of approximately equal 
value. 


And what happens if the 
teams can’t agree on what con- 
stitutes “equal value?” The solu- 
tion was the “Rozelle Rule.” In 
the event of such an impasse, the 
commissioner would step in and 
make the determination. 
(“Kiner talks about working for 
the owners and not the union,” 
grumbled one striking player last 
week. “‘Who the hell does he 
think Rozelle works for?

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Gary Player’s Good Day at

LYTHAM ST. ANNE’S, 
ENGLAND — For a while there 
last week it looked as though 
they were playing the 103rd 
British Open down along the 
resort city of Blackpool’s 
Queen’s Promenade instead of at 
the Royal Lytham & St. Anne’s 
golf course up the road. Indeed, 
the best golfers in the world look- 
ed as if they might have had an 
easier time of it: playing the 
Promenade track: starting at 
Ripley's Believe-It-Or-Not Od- 
ditorium, hooking it through a 
music hall or two and landing in 
Brian London’s 007 Club, being 
bunkered at Gypsy Rosalie’s and 
finally having to sink a tricky 
downhill putt for a par — down 
the water roller coaster at the 
Pleasure Island Amusement 
Park. 

Blackpool is a kind of sleazy 
Disney World East, featuring a 
dimestore-gaudy five mile 
stretch along the Irish Sea that 
looks like Atlantic City, Coney 
Island and Revere Beach stretch- 
ed end to end, and where the 
British people go to get away 
from it all. To the innocent 
abroad, it seemed that “‘it”’ had 
to be better than Blackpool’s 
high winds, cold nights, cold 
days, rain and clip joints. By the 
time Gary Player finished this 
Open the only way it could finish 
— hitting with his putter a 
lefthanded shot from the 
clubhouse wall beneath the bar 
to the 18th green — just about 
all of the golfers who somehow 
made the cut at 156 (14-over par) 
were more than ready to get 
away from Blackpool, and back 
to 

All, of course, except the 
magnificent little player named 
Player, who survived what he 
later called “four agonizing days 
that seemed more like ten” to be 
the only man to beat par, at 2- 
under 282. With each wonderful 
shot that he slashed over Royal 
Lytham’s hills and dunes, 
through its junky long grass, past 
its thousand or so mortar-hole 
bunkers and onto the wickedly 
pitched slick greens, he was 
irrefutably defining himself as 
one of the four or five best who

like a man possessed. Rabbit, a 
part-time ABC production assis- 
tant who chatters constantly on 
the course, at one point told 
Player, “Just play them one at a 
time, boss, one at a time,” to 
which a terse Player responded, 
“If God wants us to win, Rabbit, 
we will win.” God did, as well as 
a country full of bookmakers who 
sent Player off at 1-to-2 the final 
Saturday. 


The British Open traditionally 
concludes on a day that usually 
bears a distinct resemblance to 
the end of the world, but this 
year Saturday was carried in by 
sun and warmth, in direct con- 
trast to the first three days of the 
tournament, when high winds, 
two-cashmere cold, and stinging, 
almost sleet-like rain seemed to 
be in a contest to see which could 
cause the golfers the most 
Guinness hangover-like 
headaches. So there was less ac- 
tivity than usual in the manufac- 
turers’ tent city that had been 
set up incongruously on the 
Royal Lytham & St. Anne’s 
grounds, and where Pringle 
lambswool and cashmere and 
,Bollinger’s champagne in par- 
‘ticular must have done a record 
four days of business. 

With the good conditions, 
tee everyone figured that Player, 
despite the fact that he had been

have ever played his game. 

This was his third British 
Open title and his eighth major 
(i.e. Masters, US Open, PGA 
and British) championship in 
all. Only four modern players — 
Jack Nicklaus, Bobby Jones, 
Walter Hagen and Ben Hogan — 
have won more. Nicklaus, who 
finished third at -Lytham but 
never made a serious Jack-type 
run, leads the pack with 14, but 
now one must listen seriously to 
Player when he says, “I’ve only 
got six more to go.”

in the lead all three days (shar- 
ing it with a 69 at the end of the 
first round with Englishman 
John Morgan, and for a brief 
point in the third round with 
fellow South African Bobby 
Cole), would wake up thinking of 
the spectre of Nicklaus only 
three strokes away. Jack has 
been in the habit in this tourna- 
ment — when he is not winning 
it — of shooting a last day 65 or 
something when there is faint 
chance that he can win, thus 
scaring the daylights out of 
anyone on top of him on the 
scoreboard. So, the club room 
morning tea talk went, if he is 
only three away, and his scores 
have gotten better each day, and 
it is a good day, well... . 

Forget about it. While 
Nicklaus, playing ahead of 
Player, went out and two-putted 
‘every green on the front side, 
Player briskly went out and 
started birdie-birdie — both 
putts were under ten feet — 
made a five-foot eagle at 6 and a 
six-inch birdie at 7, finished the 


front nine at 4-under 32 and end- 
ed the nonsense talk about 
who other than Gary Player was 
going to win the British Open 
this year. Peter Oosterhuis, the 
6-5 Englishman who was the 
Great Limey Hope, seemed quite 
content to finish four strokes 
away in second. 

“Tt’s like I said yesterday,” the 
pleasant Oosterhuis declared in 
the press room afterward. “It 
was a little bit up to him whether 
I had a chance of winning. And it 
was, wasn’t it?” 

“T knew if I got going early,” a 

hilosophical Nicklaus said 
artic puffs on one of his rare 
cigarettes, “that I had a chance. 
But then I go out and two-putt 
every single green the front nine. 

“Even as late as 13, I thought 
if I made birdies on three out of 
the last six I would win the tour- 
nament. I hit a good shot in there 
(six feet), and missed the putt. 
That really deflated me. After 
that I stopped concentrating 
completely.” 

Concentration or no, three bir- 
dies or no, Nicklaus was not go- 
ing to catch the banty South 
African who has also won the 
Masters this year and has to be

coming PGA in Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina. Player even led 
the US Open for a while a couple 
of weeks ago, before fading and 
finishing seventh. ‘‘Looking 
back,” he said, “I really feel like 
I may never have a better chance 
to win the Grand Slam in one 
year than I did this year.” 

The tournament was Player’s 
after the first two days, as it 
turned out; he followed the open- 
ing 69 with a Thursday 68, and 
was well in front of the field. In 
fact, by as early as 4:30 in the 
afternoon on the second day, 
there were only two players un- 
der par: Player and Johnny 
Miller, who now may be the 
other member of the mythical 
Big Three with Player and 
Nicklaus. Miller quickly rec- 
tified his under-par status by 
beginning the back nine bogey, 
bogey and horrendous triple 
bogey at the par-three 12th. He 
wasn’t heard from again. 

There were a lot of triple 
bogeys being made in that wind 
and rain of the opening two days. 
Danny Edwards, a pro rookie out 
of Oklahoma State where he was 
an all-American two years run- 
ning, survived a triple at the 6th 
hole on Thursday and at day’s 
end’ found himself with the 
lowest score (143) of perhaps the 
most plentiful and talented 
group of Americans ever to play 
in the Open. 

“You know,” the easygoing, 
mustachioed Edwards was say- 


ing in the clubhouse Thursday as 
he tried to warm his freezing 
hands, “I can’t even remember 
the last time I made a triple 
bogey in competition. On a 
course like this, you know you’re 
gonna make bogeys, but when 
you start making doubles and 
triples, they add up real quick. 

“This wind here, man, scares 
you to death. I keep thinking I’m 
gonna get it [the club] back to 
the top, and get blown over.” 
Edwards then smiled a gruesome 
Lytham smile and said, “You 
miss it a little here, and you miss 
the green a lot. A whole lot.” 
Edwards eventually finished a 
very respectable 7-over, and 
though he hasn’t earned his PGA 
Player’s Card, should be doing so 
in a five-iron or so. 

The course does not really look 
like a monster, resembling more 
a municipal course in an 
American state like Edwards’ 
Oklahoma .. . slightly. But after 
the likenesses in openness and 
high winds, all similarities end. 
Then the course is all impossible 
British: garbage rough, caver- 
nous bunkers laid with almost 
six inches of sand, greens where a 
putt can break four ways on a 
twelve-foot route to the hole. 
Lytham begins with a par-3 and 
ends with six long, treacherous 
par-4s. No one, in any of the four 
rounds there, could allow himself 
to think about making a birdie 
charge; rather, they merely tried

the British television commen- 
tators continually referred to as 
“plus fours.”

and Stone were willing, if not 
eager, to broadcast religious 
shows on a daily basis, and 
sources within the industry 
report that a tentative agree- 
ment had been made with 
evangelist Pastor Carl Stevens to 
fill a daily 9 a.m. to 10 a.m. time 
slot with a religious call-in show 
similar to one currently aired on 
aie WRYT between 10 and 
11. 

As it stands now, Miller and 
Stone have conceded in their 
FCC proposal to include a 
written agreement with Misch as 
community representative, 
promising to give WCAS a 
chance to turn a profit with its 
present format under new, more 
interested management. Such an 
agreement itself is not legally 
binding but does open the door 
for future community protest 
against any change toward the 
direction of total religious 
programming. 

Experienced persons within 
broadcasting claim that “block 
programming,” like that com- 
mon to non-profit college radio 
stations, would be suicide for a 
commercial venture such as 
WCAS. Once even a half-hour of 
religious material is introduced 
against a non-compatible music 
format, listenership and adver- 
tising will drop. This pattern is 
common knowledge among peo- 
ple whose business, like Miller’s, 
is marketing commercial 
religious material.. 

At present, these fears are un- 
founded. Misch, along with 
others who were instrumental in 
defeating the last proposed sale, 
are taking Miller and Stone at 
their word. Citizens for Com- 
munity Radio and Citizens for 
Community Access are still 
closely watching the Kaiser- 
Island agreement, and have con- 
vinced the buyers to include 
direct questioning about te 
acceptability of folk-rock 
religious programming in their 
FCC-required community sur- 
vey.

all millionaires who are supposed 
to be able to run their own 
business,”” added Morris. “If 
they can’t control themselves, 
who can? The Rozelle Rule, see, 
is patently anti-union. All it does 
is further restrict the players’ 
self-determination.” 


What has happened more 
often than not, you see, is that 
when Rozelle has intervened in 
settling the case of a player who 
has used up his option and sign- 
ed elsewhere he has un- 
reasonably gouged the signing 
team. The sum effect has been 
that NFL teams are loath to 
engage the services of such 
players, even though they are 
technically free agents, for the 
very elementary reason that they 
must also harbor a fear of the 
commissioner disciplining them 
by raiding half their ball club. 


sate Miami by awarding them a 
Sam Cunningham and a couple 
of first round draft choices? One 
doubts it. * 

The players consider the rule 
nothing short of a conspiracy on 
the part of would-be union- 
busters, the owners and the com- 
missioner. “The Rozelle Rule 
wasn’t supposed to be a punitive 
measure,” points out Morris. 
“But that’s exactly what it’s 
become.” By implication, when 
Rozelle exacts such a prohibitive 
price that he is, in effect, dis- 
ciplining a team for having the 
audacity to sign a free agent, it 
has a marked effect on competi- 
tion. At the very least, the 
Rozelle Rule’s effect has been to 
severely limit the market. At its 
most severe, say the players, it 
has been known to result in what 
is tantamount to a — gulp! — 
blacklist. 

And neither side appears will- 
ing to budge. The owners, for 
their part, insist that any altera- 
tion of the present structure 
would destroy the game more 


than 10 World Football Leagues. 
The players point out that while 
money really isn’t an issue, foot- 
ball players are, after all, the 
lowest-paid professional 
athletes, that the average 
player’s career lasts less than 
five years, that the odds are even 
money that a guy won’t get out 
of the game with both knees in- 
tact, and that a man should, at 
the very least, have a say in who 

igns his paychecks. With the ex- 
hibition season nearly upon us, 
though, management insists that 
they will play the games as 
scheduled, even though they 
may have to do it with rookies 
and free agents. The effect on 
attendance should be nothing 
short of marvelous.

Eric Clapton came into our lives like a 
lion. As filled with commitment and in- 
tensity as the era in which he flourished 
as one of its most thrilling em- 
bodiments, he created ponderously 
serious licks and improvised with a 
studied frenzy. He borrowed copiously 
from the master blues guitarists, to be 
sure, but he invented too. The fills that 
embellished the music of Cream, fairly 
singing with conviction, were among the 
most artful in the history of rock; the in- 
troduction to the second section of 
“Badge” was so strong that its echoes 
could be heard throughout the Beatles’ 
Abbey Road. 

When he first came to America and 
was interviewed by Rolling Stone, heady 
idealism poured off of Clapton like 
vapor from a boiling brew. He ranted 
against the concept of Top 40 (and the 
suecess of Cream’s albums helped. con- 


tain, for a time, the necessity for hit 


singles), cited as his two greatest in- 
fluences Mike Bloomfield (“I never met 
anyone with so many strong» convic- 
tions”) and Dylan (‘‘He’s really a brave 
tan — speaking out, you know”) and 
put down the commercialism of his first 
professional group, the Yardbirds. His 
hope for Cream was “nothing more am- 
bitious than being as musically free as 
we can.” With all his commitment to 
the blues and to formal precision, to the 
metier that so perfectly suited his 
talents, he aspired to ultimate artistic 
heights, feeling compelled to meet the 
challenges set by the reigning jazz 
presences, Coltrane and Coleman. “I’ve 
just opened up my mind to the fact that 
you needn’t play with arrangements and 


just improvise the whole time. That’s. 


where I want to be at: where I just don’t 
ever have to play anything but im- 
provisation.” 

“For the past three years, according to 
onme_of the members of the late Derek 
and Dominos, Eric Clapton has been 
sitting imfront of a television, nodding 
off to the lazy beat of the heroin in his 
veins. A fully-equipped recording studio 
in his basement ha&xemained complete- 
ly virginal. True, he’®coming back: an 
album, 46] Ocean Boulevard, has been 
released, and his tour passed.through 
Boston last week. But the faith; the 


enthusiasm, the endearingly vulnerable. 


self-seriousness have all been erased. 
Heroin, as Clapton has candidly ad- 
mitted to Rolling Stone in a new inter- 
view, was the instrument; the cause is 
the cultural sea-change that has seen 
commitment replaced by disinterest, 
self-righteousness replaced by detach- 
ment. Most of all, the notion of control 
over our future has been supplanted by 
the notion: “‘Be here now.” The sheer in- 
tractability of a suddenly chaotic world 
has created aleatory living, life by 
chance, and Clapton, the artist- 
barometer, has registered this change as 
readily as he did the sound and fury of 
the sixties. 


The musicians used on the new album 


were selected, according to Clapton in 
the Rolling Stone interview, on the basis 
of “first come, first served. We did about 
three weeks’ recording, and the first two 
weeks, whoever happened to be in the 
studio at the time was on the sessions, 
you know.” Yvonne Elliman, who sings 
on much of the album, was chosen 
“because she was there. I didn’t choose 
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Being Here Now With Eric Clapton 


her, I just let her sing on the album 
because I wanted to hear a female 
voice.”” Chance, then, has become Clap- 
ton’s faith. “Uncertainty, not knowing 
what’s coming next. I don’t want to 
know — I just want it to be now and 
happening.” 

At first, it’s surprising that 461 Ocean 
Boulevard, a product of such loose in- 
tentions, should be so stiflingly con- 
trolled. But only an artist who’s sure of 
his direction and intimately familiar 
with the colors on his palette can be 
spontaneous. When there is chaos, as 
there surely was at Criteria studios in 
Miami when this album was recorded, 
the natural impulse is to order it, and 
this work is nothing if not ordered. 

Clapton’s singing is muted, in the 
manner of the emphysemic J. J. Cale. 
Not once does he let go; not once does he 
sing with his whole body. But the result 
is not displeasing: on the lovely original 


~scompositions “‘Let It Grow’ and “Give 


Me-Strength” the voice is wonderfully, 
convinsingly plaintive. On the bluesier 
numbers =_“Get Ready” and “I Can’t 
Hold —“the phrasing is deliciously 
suggestive, full of.detailed innuendo. 
The production is equally dampered, 
though not so consistently successful. 
The presence of “Willie arid. the Hand 
Jive” on the album is thoroughly 
justified by its swayingly syncopated, 
tropical reading, and by Clapton’s ih. 


¢ Abbey Road. The impact was as great as 


stood toe to toe at the same mike, sing- 
ing an adequate duet until Eric began to 
blow a whistle (the kind one finds in the 
mouths of teenagers at War concerts), 
breaking the momentum of a song with a 
somewhat serious tone. “Layla,” the 
song which became a hit three years 
after the album on which it appeared 
was released, had the crowd crazed, 
standing on the tops of chairs, but 
“Presence of the Lord,” sung harshly 
and out of tuné by Clapton and Elliman, 
brought everyone back to earth. The 
only significant note during ‘‘Presence” 
came when the man once known as 
rock’s greatest guitarist threw off his 
first hot licks. “Florida Hotel” and 
“Blues Power” had to be waded through 


. “before the promise of those few notes 


was realized, but finally, on “Have You 
Ever Loved A Woman?’’, the old 
Bluesbreakers riffs came pouring forth. 
They were not inspired by a belief in 
blues, as were the original notes, 
because Clapton has withdrawn from 
that kind of dedication, but they were 
music enough to create ripples of excite- 
ment. “Badge” maintained that ten- 
sion; at the point of the introduction to 
its second, slower section, Clapton held 
back an instant and then launched into 
the phrases which found their way onto

sinuating vocal. But the Robert Johnson ~\moments (no, stretches) of boredom, 


blues classic “Steady Rollin’ Man” 
doesn’t benefit from a laid-back delivery 
(it came across much more forcefully in 
concert) and “I Shot The Sheriff,” 
Wailer Bob Marley’s eerily brilliant 
composition, is merely covered by Clap- 
ton, and half-heartedly at that. Despite 
its slightly funereal tone, 461 Ocean 
Boulevard succeeds on its own terms, 
eloquently expressing the pain of a man 
too shy to proclaim it. 

The performance at Boston Garden 
had no such consistency. There were 


suggestions of a strange hilarity and 
flashes.of guitar brilliance, none of them 
integrated into a coherent image of feel- 
ing one coulé-earry away from-the con- 
cert. 

The first songs, CHarlie Chaplin’s 
‘‘Smile (When Your Heart Is 
Breaking),”’ “Let It Grow,” “Can’t Find 
My Way Back Home,” saw Clapton 
strumming (occasionally just holding) 
an acoustic guitar, content to watch 
George Terry take the solos. On “Get 
Ready” Clapton and Yvonne Elliman

The encore, a paltry, ragged “Little 
Queenie,” dispelled much of the elation

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Film: Inheriting the Kennedy Mystique

THE INHERITOR. Directed 
by Philippe Labro. Produced 
by Jacques E. Strauss. With 
Jean-Paul Belmondo and 
Charles Denner. At the Alliston 
Cinema. 


The Inheritor is a shiny, dumb 
film guaranteed to offend anyone 
whose politics are to the left of 
Roman Hruska’s or whose 
respect for women exceeds Frank 
Sinatra’s. Those whom it doesn’t 
offend it will bore. 


When his father dies under 
mysterious circumstances Jean- 
Paul Belmondo, who makes a 
very unconvincing Harvard 
Business School graduate, 
returns to Paris as the West’s 
twentieth richest man. Largely 
derived from French publisher/ 
politician Jean-Jacques Servan- 
Schreiber, Belmondo is a media 
baron as well as a steel magnate, 
and a would-be master of “the 
Kennedy technique.” By this he 
means keeping his workers docile 
by sounding concerned, wowing 
the public with his dashing 
demeanor, and incessantly mak- 
ing both money and women (the 
latter by slapping them around 
until they eat out of his hand). 


Opposed by an interfering 
government, the Common 
Market and neo-Nazis, Belmon- 
do struggles valiantly to make 
the world safe for laissez-faire 
capitalism and private fortunes, 
but he meets an untimely and 
Kennedy-like end. 


Philippe Labro (who wrote 
and directed The Inheritor) may 
originally have intended to view 
his protagonist with critical 
detachment, but apart from a 
few dull glints of satire the film 
succumbs to its subject’s glossy 
glamor. Whatever was or is 
Labro’s design, Belmondo is 
simply the vacuous good guy in 
an action/ suspense film devoid 
of action and suspense. Much of 
his time is spent fiddling with 
the lucite objets that grace his 
executive suite. 

To conceal that nothing is 
happening, Labro and editor 
Claude Barrois overindulge in 
gratuitous and disconcerting 
cross-cuts and flash-backs. Few 
films are as busy and jazzed-up 
as The Inheritor, but the effect is 
a cosmetit one, like lipstick on a 
corpse. No amount of lively 
editing could have resuscitated 
this stiff.

THE BANK SHOT. Directed 
by Gower Champion. With 
George C. Scott, Joanna 
Cassidy, Sorrell Booke, Clifton 
James. At the Cheri. 

This is stupid stuff, a would- 
be movie comedy with broad, 
shallow, and infrequent humor, 
with stilted and tired acting, and 
nothing to look at in the 
camerawork. What could have 


persuaded Scott to star in it?. 


One turns to Channel 5’s East 
Side/West Side reruns to get rid 
of the bad taste. 

The plot is almost non- 
existent, and a lawman’s voice- 
over narration adds the feeblest 
irony, but no drama. Scott, a 
mastermind bank-robber, is 
sprung from prison and leads a 
group of dimwit comic crooks 
(apparently played by a number 
of unemployed second-rate 
‘Hollywood comedians) into a 
scheme to steal a converted- 
trailer branch bank. They fail. 
The film’s ending is greasy — the 
trailer plunges into the Pacific, 
and Scott swims off to Samoa. 
One suspects that production 
funds ran out; further evidencé 
for this contention is that, at one 
point, when police cars are 
shown backing away from a mis- 
taken raid, the film of their 
arrival was used in reverse! That 
there were pedestrians in the 
scene, who now walk jerkily 
backwards (giving the film a 
ludicrously amateurish, home- 
movie quality) seems not to have 
bothered anyone. 

Most viewers will probably be 
mad at themselves for having sat 
through it: unless you crack up 
at Scott Towels’ Aunt Bluebelle 
television ads, The Bank Shot 
will seem uniformly unfunny, 
and there’s no sex or violence 
either. The previews undérstan- 
‘ dably hawk the thing with a nak- 
ed°woman in a tub of money, and 
the ads make the fact “they took 
the whole bank’’ (yuk-yuk) 
sound somehow noteworthy. One 
can understand this huckstering 
flavor; even the producers must 
know how bad it is. Or is Scott a 
Disney-Fred MacMurry fan?’ 

The Bank Shot was directed 
by famous Broadway/Hollywood 
choreographer Gower Champion, 
so, net surprisingly, it has lots of 
nice blocking and an occasional 
balletic quality (which don’t 
redeem its other banalities). And 
there are many instances of the 
usual comedy sight-gags that 
‘ create a theme of machines (and 
oth®x objects) being or going out 
of control.

Fritz because the character 


himself was so superficial and 
self-serving that his creator was 
disgusted. The first Fritz the Cat 
was a shallow treatment of a 
shallow character. This sequel is 
the kiss of death: after Nine 
Lives has made its rounds and 
suckered in the hashed-out fools 
who go for this sort of thing, it 
will die because it can never be 
shown on television, and it’s 
really too miserable to warrant 
any kind of revival. 

The dialogue is raunchy, 
meaningless and from the sewer. 
Also included are stereotyped, 
paranoid racial nightmares of 
the ugliest sort. Fritz dreams he 
has to enter the all-black state of 
New Africa (nee New Jersey) to 
deliver a message. New Africa is 
totally populated by jive-talking 
pimps and whores who climax 
every scene with a stabbing or 
shooting. Fritz has grown so im- 
possibly repulsive that the very 
tone of his voice causes the 
listener to shudder. He is in- 
capable of uttering a sincere 
word. 
Cartoons used to be fun to 
watch because of their novel 
defiance of nature’s laws. At the 
least the viewer could count on 
impossible actions for amuse- 
ment if the drama sagged. But 
Nine Lives has pedestrian 
animation that strives for a 
crude versimilitude of real life. 
When Fritz gets socked, he falls 
right down; he doesn’t sail 
through the air. In sum, then, 
there is no reason why anyone 
should see this movie.

THE BORN LOSERS. 
Directed by T.C. Frank. With 
Tom Laughlin, Elizabeth 
James and Jeremy Slate. At 
suburban theaters. 

The Born Losers is everything 
Billy Jack was and less. Tom 


Laughlin and Delores Taylor 
protest that their upcoming The 
Trial of Billy Jack is the real se- 
quel to that great hinterland 
success, and that The Born 
Losers has nothing to do with 


‘them. Don’t be deceived. 


Stripped down as it is, the latter 
is of a piece in more ways than 
one with the more fa film it 
preceded. T.C. Frank (a 
pseudonym for Laughlin) 
directs, Delores Taylor is listed 
as executive producer, and 
Laughlin stars as someone nam- 
ed Billy Jack (dressing exactly as 
he does in the film of the same 
name). 

Just as in Billy Jack, the film 
begins with a recounting of the 
Billy Jack legend — Indian 
blood, Marine duty, disillusion- 
ment — though this time the 
voice is not that of Delores 
Taylor’s schoolteacher but 
Elizabeth James’s Vicki. Vicki is 
the spoiled rich girl who, ignored 
by her father (off on an “extend- 
ed Asian trip”), flaunts her 
wares (set off by a virginal white 
bikini) astride a motorcycle and 
is brutally raped by a tongueless 
member of the Born to Lose 
motorcycle club. 

Unlike in Billy Jack, no one in 
this film is made to seem worth a 
damn except for Billy Jack. The 
members of the Born to Lose 
club, sporting the image of a 
naked female body on a cross on 
the back of their denim jackets, 
are marvelously villainous, as 
relentlessly gross and unsym- 
pathetic as the rapists in Straw 
Dogs (and a whole lot uglier). 
The townies they rape are 
teenage girls who have been 
parading in bikinis and eyeing 
the bikers lasciviously. Even 
Vicki is portrayed as too selfish 
and frightened to testify against 
her assailants and thereby end 
their reign of terror. 

The adults are hysterical, 
vacuous or chicken-hearted. 
Jane Russell, in a campy bit, is 
the mother of a raped girl,.soft 
and hard by turns and eventual- 
ly unwilling to offer her daughter 
(raped a second time to keep her 


from testifying) as a witness. 
The useless sheriff is properly 
abused by everyone in the film; 
the district attorney, powerless 
to prevent the motorcycle 
gangsters from attacking those 
who might identify them, is 
pathetic. Even the deputy, who 
has been standing up to the out- 
laws throughout, eventually 
shoots Billy Jack in the back by 
mistake. 

We are left, then, with the 
ubermensch, strong, silent and 
miraculously powerful Billy 
Jack. Fined at the beginning of 
the film for preventing the 
motorcyclists from killing a 
helpless individual, he does any 
number of slow boils before 
manhandling the gang’s chief 
gladiator, Gangrene, and 
shooting Danny, the leader of the 
pack (portrayed with great pan- 
ache by Jeremy Slate) smack 
between the eyes. 

In The Born Losers, again un- 
like in Billy Jack, there is no 
veneer of liberalism. This time 
Billy is not defending a group of 


disturbed but creative kids on a 
desert outpost. He is not even 
particularly interested in per- 
suading Vicki or the other rape 
victims to testify (this whole 
subplot is dumped before the 
end of the film). He is merely 
defending himself and his savag- 
ed woman (whom he acquires 
through a chivalry delayed until 
well into the film’s second half) 
against a clear and greasy evil. 
Perhaps the lack of the sort of 
neo-political trappings that 
made the essentially identically- 
plotted Billy Jack palatable to 
all types will prevent the more 
starkly drawn predecessor from 
achieving a similar popularity. 
But rest assured that, despite 
some frighteningly bad acting, 
you'll grind your teeth against 
the wretched wrongdoings of the 
thugs on wheels and be amply 
rewarded, in this day and age of 
private powerlessness, by the 
heroism of a true B-movie knight 
in shining armor. Catharsis, if 
nothing else, is here in spades.

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M usic: The New York Dolls’ Fading Looks

It wouldn’t be fair to judge the 
New York Dolls on the basis of 
their recent appearance at the 
Boston Armory. The sound was 
so bad and the cavernous new 
venue so unsavory that, by the 
end of the Dolls’ set, much of the 
audience had streamed out, 
leaving the mustard-colored 
wall-to-wall carpet littered with 
beer cans and the passed-out. 
The Dolls’ skintight satin sleaze, 
their curious combination of 
class and trash, didn’t stand a 
chance amid all the grubbiness. 
For if the Dolls are in many ways 
squalid, what distinguishes them 
is the way they transform 
squalor into comedy and 
romance, the way they enliven 
it, brighten it up. But the Boston 
Armory was too sordid even for 


their talents, and David: 


JoHansen’s baby blue sailor suit 
was all in vain. A grim fortress, 
the Armory is immune to per- 
sonality. 

And personality is what the 
Dolls are about. Yes, JoHansen 
shamelessly apes Mick Jagger’s 
every gesture and grimace as he 
struts and prances at the 
microphone, but the Dolls offer, 
as few bands do, a strong view- 
point. They embody not only the 
frustration, crudity, and pent-up 
energy of the dispossessed urban 
young, but also the raunchy 
humor and banal sentimentality 
that are the only escapes 
(besides horse) from a blighted, 
impoverished life. Nothing could 


be triter than “looking for a 
kiss,” but the Dolls’ desperate 
and at the same time tongue-in- 
cheek search is touching when 
you consider the alternative: 
When everyone’s gone to your 
house to shoot up in your 
room, 
Most of them are beautiful, 
but so obsessed with gloom. 
I ain’t gonna be there when 
they all get home, 
They're always lookin’ at me, 
they won’t leave me alone. 
Despite the high heels and 
lipstick, the Dolls are anything 
but decadent. Their music is an 
outcry against the lifeless 
boredom of decadence. And 
despite the simplemindedness of 
their sound, the Dolls are 
anything but dumb. Their music 
is an intelligent depiction of and 
protest against the dumbness of 
modern life. They’re ‘talkin’ 
*bout your fand our society’s] 
overview,” as the line from “‘Viet- 
namese Baby” puts it. The Dolls 
have a unique sensibility, and 
this is what links them with 
Bette Midler and Elliott 
Murphy, the two other signifi- 
cant acts to emerge from New 
York in the past couple of years. 
All three have personality 
(although dissimilar ones in- 
dividually) and a way of looking 
at life; this seems to be the most 
important difference at the pre- 
sent time between the music of 
New York and so much of the 
music of the West Coast, which, 
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from the Grateful Dead to the 
Eagles, has nothing to put across 
but its technical competence and 
mere pleasantness. It’s charisma 
versus anonymity. 

But there’s another side to the 
coin. New York’s diverse and 
striking personalities, for 
whatever reason, seem to go 
hand in hand with musical inep- 
titude. Elliott Murphy writes 
fine lyrics but can set them to 
nothing more original than out- 
takes from Blonde on Blonde. 
Bette Midler is famous for her 
choice of material, not for the in- 
adequate way she sings it. And 
the extreme limitations of the 
Dolls’ primitive heavy rock can 
make them tiresome. None of 
these performers can rightly be 
considered a musician. Califor- 
nia, on the other hand, is home 
to a bewildering number of ex- 
pert musicians. They have little 
to say but they can play, and asa 
result their recordings are far 
more listenable, if infinitely less 
interesting, than what comes out 
of New York. 

This didn’t present a problem 
as far as the New Yorkers’ first 
albums were concerned. These 
succeeded on the novelty and 
merit of the personalities they 
introduced. But the second time 
around it’s a different story. No 
longer are the deficiencies of 
Bette Midler’s vocals so 
forgivable. And the Dolls’ second 
record, pertinently entitled Too 
Much Too Soo, is a \let-down 
after the first because of its 
dearth of new musical ideas. 
Elliott Murphy, it is probably 
safe to predict, will encounter 
similar difficulties when he 
follows up his first album. 

On Too Much Too Soon the 
Dolls seem unable to generate 
amy sounds that their initial 
release hasn’t already made too 
familiar. Their sparse repertory 
of riffs and their meagre capacity 
for melodic invention appear 
utterly spent, and all of the new 
songs except for “Chatterbox” 
(which JoHansen did not help 
write) are retreads. This would 
not be so damaging if the

musical resources of the Dolls’ 
first album had been more plen- 
tiful, but they weren’t. “Tis the 
gift to be simple,” the Shakers 
sang, but this is only a short- 
term truth, and as if to prove it 
the Shakers died out. If the Dolls 
are to be more than a flash in the 
pen they’re going to have to 

come more creative writers 
and musicians. 


Partly intended to differen- 
tiate Too Much Too Soon from 
its predecessor, the inclusion of 
four oldies (‘‘Stranded in the 
Jungle,” ‘Showdown,’ “Bad 
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Detective,” and “Don’t Start Me 
Talkin’””’) draws attention to the 
Dolls’ failure to come up with 
anything new. These songs are 
obscure enough to be fresh, and 
the band performs them enter- 
tainingly, but their effect is to 
turn the Dolls into a novelty 
group, fun but inconsequential. 
The first album was humorous 
but also much more; this record 
is humorous and little else — 
short on énergy, drive, and in- 


sight. 

The Dolls, Bette Midler, and 
Elliott Murphy are in a sense the 
legitimate successors of John 
Lindsay, who tried to solve New 
York’s problems by dint of per- 
sonality and style. For a while 
Fun City worked, but eventually 
his lack of administrative ability 
caught up with him. The Dolls’ 
verve and charisma can carry 
them only so far unless they 
develop some musical substance, 
and in an early song they an- 
ticipated their dilemma: ‘“Per- 
sonality crisis, yoy got it while it 
was hot / But now frustration 
and heartache is what you got.” 
New York’s music still has more 
moxie than most of the West 
Coast’s, but The Eagles, drab 
pros like Abe Beame, may last 
longer. 
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Confessions Neo-Moldy Fig

Billboard will publish a jazz 
best-selling LP chart twice a 
month beginning [in] July ... 
The increase in jazz coverage is 
marked by an upsurge in jazz 
product in the marketplace. 
Billboard, June 29. 


This simple announcement by 
the record industry's Bible (jazz 
charts previously appeared 
monthly, as much out of 
courtesy as need) is the most 
convincing proof to date that the 
rumored jazz renaissance has 
really occurred. Jazz artists and 
groups in the past rarely saw the 
inside of Billboard’s LP chart, 
but the same issue found four — 
Billy Cobham, Herbie Hancock, 
Quincy Jones and the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra — plac- 
ing in the top 50, and the 
remainder of the Top 200 in- 
cluding the likes of Donald Byrd, 
Weather Report, Deodato, 


Cobham again, Joshua Rifkin’s 
Joplin, The Crusaders, Bobbi 
Humphrey, Miles Davis and 
Tom Scott. The Hancock album, 
Head Hunters, had been cer- 
tified gold (representing a 
million dollars in sales), and ac- 
cording to Time is the most 
successful album ever released 
by a jazz artist. 

Hancock may be challenged 
shortly, however, by Mysterious 
Traveller (Columbia KC 32494), 
the fourth and latest album by 
Weather Report and the first 
since bassist Miroslav Vitous 
withdrew, leaving the 
cooperative leadership to sax- 
ophonist Wayne Shorter and 
pianist Joe Zawinul. (Miroslav 
plays on only one track, and on 
the back cover photo collage his 
is the only face not smiling.) The 
most recent Billboard shows the 
album’s popularity growing at 
an unprecedented rate, number 
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53 after only four weeks on the 
chart. Like Hancock, Weather 
Report is at the creative crest of 
the current popularity wave. 
Neither trades in nostalgia or 
bland Top 40 covers; each is still 
innovating, but now that 
process, in Billboard’s words, in- 
volves “borrowing from rock and 
amplifying everything.” 

That last phrase is as good a 
description of what’s happened 
to contemporary jazz as any I’ve 
seen, and, to speak quite honest- 
ly, it’s a change I don’t enjoy. As 
a critic it would be easy for one 
to discuss Mysterious Traveller, 
and similar works, in a relative 
sense — given what the 
musicians want to do, how well 
do they succeed (Weather 
Report is quite good on these 
terms)? — but the time has 
come for me at least, to deal with 
the feeling that J don’t like what 
the musicians want to do. I don’t 
reject the music out of hand as 
chaotic noise, as_ the 
traditionalist ‘moldy figs’ re- 
jected bebop in the forties; I do 


find much of the music unin- . 


volving and boring. Many of the 


satisfactions I get from earlier. 


jazz are lacking. I’m not imply- 
ing that “it’s not jazz,”’ which is 
neither true, a criticism, nor of 
much moment to the 
“everything is everything’’ 
crowd, but I do detect a retreat 
from several of jazz’s central 
qualities. 

The amplified sound of this 
new music, for example, has 
quickly become tiresome. A 
musician used to be identified by 
the personality of his instrumen- 
tal tone, and tonal manipulation 
is among the subtlest aspects of 
jazz creation. Electric in- 
struments, however, have proven 
surprisingly limited in tonal 
response and range of expres- 
sion. Electric pianos and basses 
are usually turned into imper- 
sonal mechanisms, far more 
restricting than their acoustic 
counterparts, and the same 
limits are being reached with 
amplified horns and percussion. 
Much of the problem may be a 
lack of imagination on the 
musicians’ part, and in this 
respect Joe Zawinul deserves at 
least credit for constantly ex- 
perimenting with his electric 
keyboards. 

The rhythmic direction of the 
music, shaped in large measure 
by rock, is also disappointing. 
Like many groups, Weather 
Report has a percussionist (Dom 
Um Romao) using dozens of mis- 
cellaneous instruments to add 
comments on top of the 
drummer’s central beat. The 
percussion sounds and interjec- 
tions could be fascinating, but 
are little more than filigree over 


usually simple, endlessly 
repeated drum patterns. Some 
drummers, like Cobham with 
Mahavishnu, have been able to 
create complex patterns over 
complex rhythms, but most opt 
for phrases that are flashy, 
deceptively oblique and restated 
to the point of distraction. Play- 
ing in an odd time signature like 
7/4 in this way, where there is no 
harmonic movement and the 
drummer keeps to his single lick, 
isn’t really so astounding. Such

circular, unvarying, hypnotic 
rhythms may be perfect for rock, 
but the more linear, open-ended 
“time’’ playing of past jazz 
(whether under Armstrong or 
Ornette) seems more promising 
for spontaneous creation. 

The new. sound and rhythm 
are symptomatic of what I find 
most disheartening in the newly 
popular jazz: the downgrading of 
improvisation. Sonic variation 
occurs in the editing studio, 
rather than spontaneously. On 
many tracks, several members of 
the band (usually bassists and 
drummers) have no freedom to 
vary their assigned riffs. The in- 
teraction of a live group is 
sacrificed to extensive overdub- 
bing, with parts added one at a 
time. The music becomes very 
organized, very technical; its 
surface very dry. Even the much- 
damned chorus form of chordal 
jazz allowed more freedom for 
each individual. This retreat 
from improvisation is especially 
upsetting in the case of Wayne 
Shorter, one of the finest and 
most thoughtful of improvisors, 
and it is significant that the only 
fully spontaneous piece on 
Mysterious Traveller is his 
“Blackthorn Rose,’’ a Shorter- 
Zawinul duet on acoustic in- 
struments. Zawinul is not a great 
improvisor, but is an organized 
builder of pieces both short 
(“Scarlet Woman”) and long 
(“Nubian Sundance”), a com- 
poser in tight control of his 
players amd, as mentioned 
earlier, an imaginative explorer 
of electronic sound. He is thus 
the prototype of the “new” jazz 


musician. In person, minus the 
tools of the recording studio, 
Zawinul and the rest of the band 
ate forced to shift the creative 
balance to spontaneity, and con- 
sequently I generally prefer 
Weather Report live. 
My final complaint with what 
I call rock-jazz is the sameness 
among the bands. One of the 
brightest prospects of the music 
called “the new thing” was a 
movement away from imitation: 
Coltrane, Shepp, Ayler and 
Sanders all played tenor yet 
remained easily distinguishable. 
With rock-jazz, the rule once 
again is to find a successful for- 
mula and duplicate it. Chick 
Corea and Larry Coryell turn 
their bands into Mahavishnu 
Orchestra carbons, and now 
Weather Report apparently 
chooses to cop from Herbie Han- 
cock. Mysterious Traveller’s 
cover and inner sleeve list only 
“six selections, but the record 
contains a seventh, “Cucumber 


= Slumber.” Performed by what 
® sounds like the current personnel 


(Shorter, Zawinul, Romao, 
bassist Al Johnson and drummer 
Ishmael Wilburn), “Cucumber” 
has a bass line, tempo and total 
feeling quite close to Hancock’s 
“Chameleon.” The track is an 
album highlight, with a lengthy 
Shorter solo and little or no over- 
dubbing. I prefer “Cucumber” to 
“Chameleon,” but I have the 
feeling it was an afterthought oc- 
casioned by the success of Head 
Hunters. 

Need I add that there are 
many intriguing moments on the 
record, mostly compositional; 
that Weather Report is at the 
head of the electro-studio-rock- 
jazz pack; that there is nothing 
wrong with popular success per 
se; and that much of my reaction 
may stem from the fact that I 
began listening to jazz in 1960 
and not 1970? It is certainly true 
that this music’s time has come. 
Many listeners see parallels with 
the swing era of the later thirties; 
I’m reminded instead of the ear- 
ly fifties, when formal in- 
novations borrowed from 
another area of music (in that 
case ‘“‘serious’’ music) produced 
the popular but stultifying West 
Coast sound. West Coast jazz 
sounded rather empty within a 
decade, and I wonder how rock- 
jazz will sound ten years from 
now. The thwarting of that 
earlier fad was marked in 1954 
by Miles Davis, one of its unwit- 
ting progenitors, in a recording 
called “Walkin’”’ that is now 
viewed as a monumental return 
to basic jazz truths. Perhaps 
someone is prepared to record 
the “Walkin’” of 1974; but will 
he light the way with a candle or 
a black light? 
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Beethoven’s Burps and Thunder

The slow phase of the classical 
music season has come to a close, 
and concerts once again appear 
to be as ubiquitous as July’s wet- 
weather baby spiders. Report 
has it that the Harvard, MIT, 
_ SMU and DeCordova museum 
series have all begun most 
promisingly; would that one 
could say the same of 
Tanglewood. 

The BSO’s summer festival 
out in the Berkshires opened 
three weekends ago with sharp 
contrasts — Michael Tilson 
Thomas’s crisply stylish Bach 
and Stravinsky, Eugene Orman- 
dy’s fat-streaked, lumpy-gravy 
Haydn. As usual, each man got 
good work (particularly ensem- 
ble balances) from the BSO, but 
one would think by now that 
even Ormandy would know a lit- 
tle better what is and what is not 
appropriate for Haydn in phras- 
ing, rhythm, tempi, and so on. 

In the following weekend’s 
Sunday afternoon concert, 
however, the issue became not 
historical sensibility but simple 
musicianship. Karl Richter 
offered three of Bach’s Branden- 
burgs and the fourth orchestral 
suite; the performances were, in 
the main, ghastly. As a keyboard 
player Richter’s a hack, in my 
opinion, but I had forgotten also 
how unmusical a conductor he is 
— four-square, brusque, 
mechanical in phrasing, driven, 
metronomic in tempi — an un- 
pleasant, indeed destructive way 
to treat Bach. 

Fully matching the repellent 
quality of Richter’s conception 
was the BSO string playing, 
about as ugly and sour as one 
ever hears from a professional 
orchestra (yes, I know the 
humidity is high out there, but 
everybody else’s string section 
has to cope with that in other 
summer festivals, and does so 
better). Some of the horn soloing 
in the pieces did start out true 
and nimble, but Richter’s 
hyperkinetic pace soon put a 
stop to such pleasures. Richter 
obviously was engaged because 
he’s nominally a big Bach 
honcho (with that fat DG con- 
tract); yet if the famous are go- 
ing to conduct like that, the BSO 
some time ought to take a 
radical course and submit to the 
interpretative ideas of local 
geniuses like John Harbison or 
Benjamin Zander.

(I did the preceding listening via 
WGBH’s live broadcasts, which 
need funds, as usual, but which 
this year have managed to in- 
clude a noisome whistle behind 
the signal). Next weekend is the 
Koussevitsky centennial: on Fri- 
day the 26th, a huge bash — 
Schuller doing Stravinsky and 
Bernstein doing Schoenberg’s ‘““A 
Survivor from Warsaw,” each 
leading a younger orchestra, and 
Aaron Copland himself leading 
the BSO in his own “Quiet City” 
and the perennial Beethoven 
Ninth. Saturday, Ormandy 
returns to perform Bartok, 
Debussy and Roy Harris’s 
Symphony No. 3, and on Sunday 
Bernard Haitink, for whom the 
BSO always puts out terrifically, 
will do Haydn and Sibelius. And 
a final spotlight: during the last 
weekend in August the season 
finishes with probably the 
largest mother in the orchestral/ 
choral repertory, Schoenberg’s 
passionate “Gurrelieder” (cast of 
thousands). It should not be mis- 
sed. 


* 

Beethoven’s so-called 
“middle” period consists of 
works composed from about 1804 
to 1808, with opus numbers from 
40 to around 70. These pieces’ 
salient quality, I think, is an in- 
credible, compact power. At its 
service is harmonic simplicity 
(both the keys and the struc- 
tures}, enormous rhythmic 
energy and drive, shocking 
dynamic contrasts (from ff to pp 
in two quick chords) and more 
varieties of gross bluntness than 


one would think possible. It’s 
athletic music, slugging and 
then placating the listener; it 
also has overwhelming affective 
qualities that have been 
recovered only, I think, by the 
most subtle and potent rock ’n 
roll. 

Often the works seem to re- 
quire their own respite, even if 
that too is technically and aural- 
ly draining — the ‘‘Ap- 
passionata”’ sonata’s long flights 
of quasi-improvisation; the 
“Waldstein” sonata’s scales of 
suspension in the first move- 
ment; the extremely long wind- 
down ending (in resounding C 
major) of the Fifth Symphony, a 
real fullback of a piece; the 
ceaseless, multifarious unfolding 
of a universe nearly as grandly 
detailed as our own in the 
“‘Eroica’’ and ‘‘Pastorale’’ 
symphonies, using the simplest 
intervals and fragments. 

The C-major ‘“Waldstein” 
piano sonata (dedicated to an 
early patron of that name) is 
opus 53, from the same year as 
the “Eroica,” and is singularly 
revolutionary. Its unstable open- 


ing of pounding chords voiced in 
an ominously low register 
modulates quickly and tensely; 
over this thunder comes a little 
burp of a theme. Each subse- 
quent theme (some with 
speeded-up harmonic changes) 
grows out of its predecessor, 
though the whole movement 
follows in sections a c-e-g 
progression with excursions to f, 
and the informing principle is 
simply the contrast of the C- 
major triad and its dominant 
seventh. All of this is solid, to be 
taken at a brilliant clip, and full 
of jolting, unrelentingly powerful 
passagework. Finally, there’s a 
concluding movement that, 
typical of Beethoven, begins 
with a brooding introduction, 
but soon becomes affirming and 
exulting as it runs joyfully up 
and down gorgeous scales — and 
this is even more difficult to ex- 
ecute than what’s come before. 

Such analysis as the above 
will, it is hoped, spring to life 
when one hears a recently releas- 
ed version of this masterpiece in- 
terpreted by the great Australian 
pianist Bruce Hungerford. He 
takes the first movement con 
brio, as marked, which virtually 
no other pianist does: the effect 
is stunning. True, in such a 
laborious piece the momentum 
flags once or twice (as at the 
brutal measures 154-6), and 


though Hungerford’s technique 
is awesome, it’s not perfect, nor 
are his dynamics exactly as 
Beethoven impossibly demands. 
But compared to his, Gilels’s re- 
cent version (DG) plods 
laughingly, and Horowitz's 
otherwise admirable one 
(Columbia) seems a bit affected. 
Hungerford blitzes through the 
piece, full of vigorous and 
coherent ideas, and the ex- 
uberance of his playing toward 
the end (especially mm. 350 and 
following and 410 and following) 
simply sweeps the listener away. 

On the other side of this 
Vanguard release are two early 
sonatas (despite the opus 49 
designation), a miniature, and a 
leisurely movement originally in 
the “Waldstein’s” center, which 
Beethoven later excised. These 
are all played most intelligently, 
as are the second and third 
sonatas of opus 10 on a second 
recent Vanguard release. Clear- 
ly, Hungerford’s Beethoven cy- 
cle, now about two-thirds done, 
will be the modern one to have 
(if you want one man’s set). It 
will be direct and knowing 
(unlike Arrau’s or Barenboim’s), 
consistent (unlike Kempff’s or 
Backhaus’s), well-recorded on a 
rich instrument (unlike 
Brendel’s), and always fresh and 
alert (unlike Frank’s). May he 
complete it soon.

Wendy Waldman: GYPSY 
SYMPHONY (Warner Bros. 
BS2792) 


Jimmy Webb: LAND’S END 
(Asylum SD5070) 


Wendy Waldman’s Gypsy 
Symphony has convinced me 
that, at her best, Wendy is one of 
our best new songwriters. At her 
worst, though (and I point un- 
reluctantly to ‘““The Good Love” 
and ““My Name Is Love’’), she is 
immature and unconvincing. 
The melodies to “Cold Back On 
Me,” “My Love Is All I Know” 
and ‘‘Mad Mad Me’’ take 
refreshingly unconventional 
turns and succeed. The 
willingness to take chances on 
melodies is an essential first step 
for a songwriter; carrying it off is, 
more often than not, an innate 
ability, one Ms. Waldman seems 
to have. 

The problem with Gypsy 
Symphony (and one I’m afraid 
many listeners will not want to 
get beyond), is the singing. It’s 
not that Waldman has a faulty 
natural instrument; in fact, her 
voice is broad and powerful, and 
in time will probably mature 
into something special. But here 
the singing is mannered and 
derivative, so that each cut un- 
avoidably conjures up the ghosts 
of female singers past — Carole 
King, Laura Nyro, Bonnie Raitt 
(listen to “Baby Don’t You Go”). 

This difficulty hasn’t put me 
off. The songs (with exceptions) 
and the arranging tell me that 
Wendy Waldman is an extreme- 
ly promising musician. Like any 
good musician, she takes her 
sources seriously; I wish only 
that she wouldn’t take them that 
seriously. 

Jimmy Webb, in Land’s End, 
also has a problem with his 


voice. It isn’t that he sounds like 
everybody; he sounds like 
nobody. He’s really just a good 
commercial songwriter in the 
Bachrach - Williams - Diamond 
vein, as ‘Feet In The Sunshine” 
and “Lady Fits Her Jeans”’ will 
testify. But he dresses like a 
poet, ‘musically and lyrically. 
The lyrics to “Cloudman” com- 
bined with the album’s overall 
production and the perniciously 
vacuous orchestration of “Land’s 
End/ Asleep On The Wind” tell 
the tale of an artist whose ambi- 
tion has outrun his talent. 

On the other hand, two of his 
anguished but carefully tailored 
tunes are splendid successes. 
“Just This One Time,” which 
some have compared to Phil 
Spector’s production but I would 
more quickly liken to Jefferson 
Airplane’s “Today,” is genuinely 
moving. “Crying In My Sleep,” 
the album’s best song, is an 
elegant mixture of humor and 
sadness, with a ring of truth to it 
that makes it powerful.

BAD COMPANY (Swan Song 
SS 8410) 


REFUGEE (Famous Charisma 
FC 6066) 


These items came to my atten- 
tion first as imports, and I was 
hard put to wait for domestic 
releases. Bad Company is a 
supergroup by the old Blind 
Faith definition, with Paul 
Rodgers and Simon Kirke from 
Free, ex-Mott Mick Ralphs, and 
King Crimsonite Boz Burrell. 
And it is sure to be stricken with 
the same disease as Blind Faith, 
that of not living up to incredibly 
raised expectations. 

But it’s not bad _ otherwise. 
Rodgers has The Voice in rock, 
second only to Roger Daltrey’s. 


The upbeat, exuberant tone of 


this album tends to blur his at- 
tack and phrasing, but, unlike 
with the moody Heartbreaker, 
one can play Bad Company and 
feel good about it. Kirke’s well- 
bludgeoned drums fill in the 
gaps between Ralphs’s tinny 
guitar sound (his Mott legacy) 
and Boz’s fretless bass. 

The material varies from 
Yeestyle (“Bad Company’) to 
Ralphs’s boogie (‘‘Can’t Get 
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Resords 


Enough” and the old Mott tune 
“Ready for Love’’) to one Steve 
Marriott takeoff (‘‘Rock 
Steady”) — no great hit singles, 
but good enough. The band fair- 
ly reeks with potential, if only 
because both Ralphs and Boz 
have adequate singing voices 
that aren’t being used yet. 
Refugee is less well-known and 
will probably stay that way; 
their major function is to help 
people realize how sick they’re 
getting of ELP’s farting around. 


see, Emetfson once had a 


band called the Nice, and it is 
his old sidemen (Lee Jackson 
and Brian Davison) who have 
teamed up with a new keyboard 
player, Patrick Moraz, to form 
this band. Moraz plays more 
keyboards than Emerson, in- 
cluding the ever-popular 
Mellotron; he also composes 
with unerring taste. He sounds 
jazzier, more like European 
players — Jan Hammer, Thijs 
van Leer — than like Emerson; 
he also uses several different 
kinds of scales. His use of other 
timbres is also more effective 
than Emerson’s. 

Lee Jackson’s singing is worse 
than ever, but Brian Davison’s 
drumming fully compensates, 
and they make a good team. 
Both of these albums get an A in

Idris Muhammad: POWER 
OF SOUL (KUDU 17) 


Hubert Laws: IN THE BE- 
GINNING (CTI CTX3+3) 


New York City, once the 
center for recorded music, is 
currently witnessing the death of 
its studio scene. Most of the ac- 
tion has shifted to Los Angeles, 
but Creed Taylor stubbornly 
maintains his activities on the 
East coast. For this alone, many 
musicians applaud the heavily 
orchestrated approach that iden- 
tifies CTI and KUDU products. 
As one of the labels’ constant 
detractors, I must note that 
Taylor’s insistence on talented 
studio men and clean sound have 
raised the level of soft, commer- 
cial jazz considerably. These two 
recent items from Taylor are still 
marred by the multi-tracking; 
suddenly, though, the hordes of 
studio brass, winds and strings 
have thinned out, making it 
easier for one to get at the 
musical substance. But what 
will those scuffling New York 
sessionmen say? 


Power of Soul, despite its few 
touches of string section, is a 
basic post-bop blowing date 
done contemporary and slick. 
Guitar and percussion are added 
to the basic trumpet-tenor- 
rhythm group; aside from the 
Jimi Hendrix title piece the com- 
positions are originals by 
members of the group. Two of 
those, Bob James’s “Piece of 
Mind” and Joe Beck’s “The 
Saddest Thing” are exemplary 
blowing cuts with unusual 
phrase lengths and time 
changes. Randy Becker, trumpet 
undistorted and singing, is a 
model of bittersweet lyricism. 
Grover Washington’s reed solos 
also impress, though he often 
relies on familiar cries and runs. 
On the negative side are the 
piano solos of James, well-worn 
licks randomly strung together, 
and the plodding drumming of 
leader Muhammad, which 
always feels too slow. 


Hubert Laws’s double album 
satisfies more. The expected nod 
to the classics is dispensed with 
quickly and painlessly (though 
by now Satie’s “Gymnopedie” 
should be removed from cir- 


culation). Elsewhere, Laws 
tackles classics of another sort, 
Rollins’ ‘‘Airegin’’ and 


Coltrane’s ““Moment’s Notice.” 
Laws’s flute sails through both, 
with Airto recreating an “‘escola 
de samba”’ on “‘Airegin.”’ Again, 
both pieces have odd structures, 
as does ‘‘Restoration,’’ an 
original with inspired work from 


Laws, Gene Bertoncini’s guitar 
and even Bob James. This last 
track would be perfect were it 
not for Steve Gadd’s drums, 
which are both distractingly 
busy and much too prominent in 
the mix. Ron Carter is aboard 
and having a good day, Hubert’s 
brother Ronnie gets one brief 
tenor spot and deserves more, 
and Clare Fischer’s title piece is 
an example of pop-influenced 
composition/ arrangement that 
James and Don Sebesky would 
do well to study. Laws is blowing 
hard most of the way; in sum, 
one of his most impressive ef- 


forts.

STEVIE WONDER PRE- 
SENTS SYREETA (Motown 
M6-808S 1) 


Stevie Wonder and his former 
wife have whipped up a scrump- 
tious confection that should 
delight even those who ordinarily 


despise sweets. The melange in- 
cludes baby talk, sha-na-na’s, 
dollops of hurdy-gurdy, 
memories of Dick and DeeDee 
and Milly Small, comic Beatle- 
ish singalong choruses, and more 
than a hint of Abbey Road. It’s 
cute and tasty, but the density of 
Stevie Wonder’s production and 
the rich dark bottom his 
keyboards provide keep the 
music from becoming mere fluff. 
Light but not insubstantial, the 
album rocks, resembling more 
than any other record I know 
Smokey Robinson’s charming 
collaboration with The 
Supremes, Floy Joy. : 

Syreeta sounds at times like a 
squeaky Tammi Terrell, but the 
immaturity of her voice is in 
perfect keeping with the album’s 
fun and frolic. When she plays at 
being the tough, sexy little girl 
her make-believe growls are 
irresistible, and the enthusiasm 
and energy of her vocals more 
than make up for their technical 
limitations. Her voice is not 
powerful, but we already have all 
the Aretha Franklins and Gladys 
Knights we need. Syreeta’s forte, . 
playfulness, is in much shorter 
supply. In fact, some of the 
frivolous pop material that 
Aretha attempts (but lacks the 
spriteliness to pull off) is far 
better suited to Syreeta. 

Still, it’s really Stevie 
Wonder’s album. He wrote all 
eleven songs, and the melodies 
are among his most captivating: 
this is as tuneful an album as 
Talking Book. The lovely sen- 
timentality of some tracks and 
the wacky hilarity of others are 
familiar from Wonder’s own 
albums; what’s new is the in- 
terest in the throwaway but 
catchy pop that tickled fancies 
ten years and more ago. This is 
Stevie’s fond reminiscence of 
“My Boy Lollipop” and “Paper 
Tiger.” 

Yet Syreeta is not mere trivia. 
The second side is an un- 
interrupted pastiche of songs 
(some extended, others brief 
snippets), which depicts the dif- 
ficulties and dissolution of 
Wonder’s marriage. The touch is 
so light, however, and the ac- 
count leavened with so much 
humor, that the record’s gaiety is 
never jeopardized. One song 
asks, “Cause we’ve ended now 
as lovers, does our love for one 
another have to end?’ This 
affectionate album shows clearly 
that it doesn’t.

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Theatre: The Soied of Silence Grates-~

BEYOND WORDS and 
UNNATURAL ACTS, conceiv- 
ed by Kenyon Martin and per- 
formed by the National Mime 
Theatre at Welch Auditorium, 
Lesley College, weekends 
through August 10. 

At the hallowed invitation of 
Marcel Marceau, Kenyon Mar- 
tin has mimed his way through 
France — but he isn’t talking 
about it. In fact, the mere 
suggestion that the silent art 
begins or ends with M. Marceau 
brings an apoplectic glow to 
Martin’s whiteface, steam from 
his ears, and an abrupt dis- 
missal. 

The complaint is legitimate. 
Ordinary folk do have a nasty 
tendency to clump mimes 
together. Martin, founder and 
chief performer with the Boston- 
based National Mime Theatre, 
resents the prosaic assumption 
that “if you’ve seen one, you’ve 
seen them all.” Certainly, mime 
technique is standard and 
precise. Yet so is dance techni- 
que, but who dismisses Martha 
Graham as just a rerun of the 
Bolshoi? Martin contends that 
every mime show is a different 
animal. 

What he’s really saying, I 
suspect, is that even if you’ve 
seen the Pocket Mime Theatre 
and Marcel-In-Person, you 
shouldn’t miss Kenyon Martin. 
The National Mime Theatre has 
performed many one-night- 
stands and special engagements 
over the past few years, but this 
is their first “‘season’’ that I can 
remember. Performing at Lesley 
College in a comfy little in- 
stitutional space that conjures 
up remembrances of Western 
Civ lectures past, the National 
Mime Theatre divides its 
program into two very different 
packages. “‘Beyond Words’”’ is a 
series of solo and duo mimes, 
most of them skillfully rendered 
by Mr. Martin, whose timing is 
impeccable and sense of the 
comic astute. The second half, 
billed as “‘an experience in total 
theatre or a clown show” and 
labeled “Unnatural Acts,” might 
be more aptly titled “Beyond 
Comprehension”’ for all the sense 
this unabashed silliness and 
sophomoric socio-political state- 
ment made to me. 

Sloppy mime takes its toll on 
me. I break into cold sweats, 
blaming myself for not un~ 
derstanding what the hell is go- 
ing on. With Kenyon Martin, 
there are no cold sweats, no 
wondering “Is it just me, or is 
this just a lot of vague move- 
ment, signifying nothing?” Mar- 
tin expresses character and age 
quite beautifully with his body, 
switching from jaunty arteest to 
balloon-bearing tyke in a mo- 
ment. Nowhere is this more im- 
pressively demonstrated than 
when he plays a “street clown” 
toying with various masks. This 
clown can wipe the smile off his 
face like lightning and replace it 
with sadness or grotesquery so 
fast that the effect really is one of 
masks, not expressions. 

Except for the swords and 
needles that appear to leap into 
hand from nowhere, “The Duel” 
enacted by Martin and Stephan 
Driscoll is a delightful exercise, 
less “‘stock” than the proverbial 
artist with his fruit bowl or the 
imp at play. The gangly Driscoll 
has a style quite different from 
Mr. Martin’s, and the 
counterplay, along with a 
wickedly casual treatment of 
gore, makes this phony 
musketeering macabre fun. 

It is Kenyon Martin’s eventual 
hope to put together with his 
small company a repertory of 
wholly different theatre ex- 
periences and run them on alter- 
nate evenings; hence, the totally 
different nature of the “total 
theatre” segment of the National 
Mime program. When total 


theatre first emerged, back in 
the heyday of Peter Brook, 
Grotowski and the gang, the con- 
cept denoted a fullscale attack 
on the senses, right down to roll- 
ing the actors in mud and 
manure lest the nose-freaks feel 
sniffed at. Martin’s idea of total 
theatre seems to be one of loud- 
mouthed hodge-podge, skitter- 
ing between theatre-of-the- 
absurd and the pain threshold. 

Since I don’t pretend for a mo- 
ment to have understood this, I 
have chosen to relate in strict] 
reportorial fashion what 
happens. First some naked 
bodies grunt around in front of a 
water-image projection while a 
voice-over reads a poem about 
love between fish and tadpoles. 
Out of the ooze of creation, 
presumably, the bodies emerge 
to be clad in longjohns with hip- 
pie decorations and to argue 
about who’s who (If I’m Me, you 
must be You, you can’t be Me, so 
I guess you’re Crazy, etc., etc.) 
Under the direction of a drum- 
major type called Mr. Zero, the 
group attacks the stage floor. 
with bathroom plungers, 
marches around screaming to 
the strains of “The Stars and 
Stripes” forever, then breaks for- 
mation to serve as back-up group 
for a little sweetie who licks her 
plunger while lip-synching 
Shirley Temple records. This 
nonsense is followed by some 
kids’ games and a rabid coach’s 
locker-room pep talk that fades 
into a rice-paddy number where 
the Big Bomb gets dropped and 
Uncle Sam showers the maimed 
with money. An example of the 
dialogue: “Do you like broth?” 
“Yes.” “Good, let’s go to a 
brothel.” 

There is more, much more. If 
this small sampling has whetted 
your appetite, if it seems 
profound or even entertaining to 
you rather than ridiculous, then 
this is the show for you — and I 
hope they open up the big gates 
and let you out to see it. 
AWAKE AND SING! by Clif- 
ford Odets. At the Loeb Drama 
Center through July 27. 

The world is full of closet 


Odets freaks, afraid of being call- 
ed sentimental. Recent history 
seems to make the playgoer ner- 
vous — he knows that no millen- 
nium came, that the radicalism 
of the early thirties resulted in 


Despite critics’ dire predic- 
tions about the durability of the 
social plays of the thirties, 
“Awake and Sing!” is no paean 
to nostalgia. This warm but 
fiercely revealing portrait of a

little more. than some cumber- 
some federal programs and a lot 
of harassment for people like 
Clifford Odets, once the commie 
scare had gathered its hysterical 
steam. 

Still, a good production of 
“Awake and Sing!” is capable of 
moving even the sophisticated 
egghead audience at the Loeb, 
some forty years after the 
original Depression fires have 
cooled. Why, then, do we feel 
compelled to shuffle and laugh 
and issue disclaimers, as if ad- 
mitting a fondness for Odets was 
tantamount to revealing an ad- 
diction to “One Life To Live”? 
There is a difference between 
social realism and soap. 

The Loeb production of 
“Awake and Sing!” not only 
plays effectively on our emotions 
and oft-shifting ideals, but also 
goes so far as to bring back, for 
those who can remember, the 
original seer — Morris Car- 
novsky, recreating his grand- 
fatherly role. This might seem 
like a cheap trick if Carnovsky 
weren't so damn fine in the role. 
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_ Jewish family struggling to stay 


alive in a sooty, “dumbbell” 
apartment in the Bronx seems 
surprisingly new. The workers 
are unionized now and the in- 
telligentsia has all but aban- 
doned Marx. But the central 
argument about whether life is to 
be more than a grimy exercise in 
money-grubbing hasn’t faded 
into the history books. And 
goodness knows, the dust- 
dwellers have yet to “awake and 
sing.” The only moments of the 
Loeb production that really ring 
with a post-thirties’ irony are 
those final sudsy invocations by 
son Ralph to take up arms and 
create the ‘‘new world” we’ve yet 
to see. 


Directed by John Shearin, the 
Loeb production coheres well, 
and though the cast has its solid 
links and its jelly donuts, the 
ensemble is good. Carnovsky at 
75-plus is probably a better 
Jacob than he was in the thirties, 
gracefully balancing the clown 
with the prophet and underplay- 
ing the pounded Odets plea that 
life be measured in terms of 


. dignity rather than in dollars. 


The combination of power 
(ideas) and helplessness (age), 
the awful sinking feeling one ex- 
periences watching him stooped 
in muffler and cap, con- 
templating suicide as his 
cherished Caruso records are 
smashed, is not easily shoved 
onto a shelf marked “peculiar to 
the thirties.” 


What’s irking about the Loeb 
production is its insistence on 
darkening the black and white 
lines of characterization already 
drawn, not too subtly, by Odets. 
The sides, I believe, are easy 
enough to see without making 
the bad guys quite so unsym- 
pathetic and the chumps quite 
so chumpy. Bessie, the prover- 

“dial Jewish mother, is a human 

being — not a domineering | 
banshee. Uncle Morty, likewise, 
doesn’t have to be just a card- 
board capitalist boor, or Sam 
Feinschreiber a basket-case on 
legs. Carol Gustafson is a strong 
Bessie, but I would like to see her 
directed with more compassion. 
Steven Gilborn is excellent as 
Moe Axelrod, the disillusioned 
war veteran whose fast-talking 
cynicism masks a still-youthful 
desire to construct that “brave 
new world.” But as the pivotal 
character, Ralph, Gary Silow is a 
little too “Leave-It-To-Beaver” 
to make it all work.

The Dilemma of a De Rigueur Handshaker

“Let’s shake on it.” My grand- 
father taught me the proper way 
to shake hands when I was four. 
One extends one’s hand when 
someone offers his. One grasps 
the proffered hand as if grasping 
a tennis racket, firmly enough to 
make one’s presence felt, but 
without endeavoring to show 
one’s strength. Grandfather 
stressed an unforced firmness, as 
it demonstrated, according to 
him, a man secure in his 
masculinity recognizing the 
same in a peer. 

When the hands are joined, 
they are oscillated up and down 
perhaps three or four times, and 
then, if you’re lucky, the palms 
should part company 
simultaneously. (I don’t have to 
go into the difficulty that arises 
when the other person attempts 
to continue the handshake after 
you desire to terminate it. People 
who seem reluctant to relinquish 
your paw generally want 
something from you and should 
be avoided.) 

A variant form of handshake 
eliminates the oscillation and 
substitutes a slightly firmer grip 
and sincere eye contact. And the 
combination of oscillation and 
eye contact produce a 
meaningful, as opposed to a 
merely casual, handshake. 

When one shakes hands with 
women, further possibilities pre- 
sent themselves. One could 
repeat the operation described 
above, tempering the grip with 
regard for feminine masculature 
and skeletal structure, but not to 
a degree that would produce an 
inequality of palpation. 
However, my grandfather warn- 
ed me that the occasion might 
arise where the woman would 
present her hand in a manner 


that invited and demanded a 
radically different approach. 


If the woman’s hand angles 
slightly down from the wrist, one 
is supposed to grasp the palm 
between thumb and forefingers 
and gently press. This is how 
politicians frequently shake 
hands. The position derives, I 
believe, from the time when the 
woman’s hand thus held would 
then be lifted to the lips for a 
light kiss. Egalitarianism and 
American revulsion toward the 
manners of European aristocracy 
have eliminated the kiss, but the 
grip goes on. Eye contact de 
rigueur, of course, if the 
handshake is expected to lead to 
anything more than a brief 
lambency. 


I have always felt that my 
grandfather’s instruction has 
aided me immeasurably, both 
socially and in business affairs, 
although I can’t think of a par- 
ticular instance at this time. 
Suffice it to say, I have always 
considered myself to possess an 
impeccable handshake, and 
have often felt a twinge of pity, 
accompanied by feelings of 
superiority, for those poor unfor- 
tunates whose handshakes are 
too limp, in the horrible dead 


_fish fashion, or too self- 


consciously strenuous, as in the 
junior executive mode. I 
sometimes toss and turn in bed 
all night, envisioning their ruin- 
ed careers, their sad social lives. 

Recently, however, a new 
mode of handshaking has crept 
into fashion and, I must admit, 
unhinged my former complacen- 
cy — the power handshake. 


This is not to say that I don’t 


consider myself an adept at this 
new form. The proper degree of

pressure, the bend of the elbow, 
the slight, almost unnoticeable 
pump — I got it down. No, what 
troubles me about the power 
shake is its psychology. When, 
and with whom, does one ap- 
proach in this manner? It used to 
be comme il faut with blacks, 
but whitey, as so often, has ap- 
propriated it for his own. I used 
to feel secure employing it with 
hippies and obvious radicals: 
after all, the power shake was 
designed to set “us” apart from 
“them.” Two hands locked in a 
power shake are harder to pull 
apart than the traditional 
handshake. So the power shake 
symbolizes strength and unity — 
but unity with whom? Now it 
seems that I cannot predict with 
any certainty when, and by 
whom, my thumb will be hook- 
ed. 

Last week, for example, my 
doctor, a rather conservative 
man in his late forties, ignored 
my levelly extended hand and 
instead lunged for my thumb, 


leaving my other fingers wiggling 
foolishly below his wrist. We 


recognized our problem im-- 


mediately but met it un- 
successfully. As I slid my digits 
up to meet his thumb, he drew 
back and grabbed for my palm, 
jamming his pinky in. the 
process. By this time, I was 
holding his thumb like a banana, 
vainly trying to meet his eyes, 
which were averted in pain. Our 
subsequent manual disengage- 
ment and parting was ac- 
complished with our former 
friendly relationship strained, 
but intact. I know, however, that 
the next time we meet I shall be 
wondering how to shake his 
hand. This will make my palm 
sweaty, further complicating an 
already touchy situation. What 
did he mean by attempting to 
shake my hand in that fashion? 
Was he expressing solidarity 
with my persona? Or was he con- 
descending to my comparatively 
tender years? I fear I shall be 
forced to find another physician. 


This social uncertainty has 
rather ominous implications. 
Gaffes of this sort can engender 
anxiety and mistrust. But 
neither the traditional 
handshake nor the power shake 
will supplant the other; I foresee 
them coexisting uneasily unless 
a suitable substitute can be 
found, not an easy task. 
Although the world abounds 
with other greeting systems, I 
doubt if any can be readily 
adapted to our cultural needs. 

Kissing, as a form of social 
recognition between individuals 
who are not intimates, usually 
smacks of continental affecta- 
tion and insincerity. Slapping 
palms is passe except on basket- 
ball courts. Rubbing noses 
strikes me as unsanitary. Bum- 
ping bellies like the South Sea 
islanders is simply not suited to 
our climate, as I feel that the es- 
sence of the ceremony lies in 
flesh’s touching flesh. In Tibet, 
people greet each other by exten- 
ding their palms, spreading their 
fingers to demonstrate that they 
carry no weapons, and sticking 
out their tongues. (Tibetans 
believe that a murderer’s tongue 
is blue.) I suspect that this, too, 
will not catch on. Asians bow to 
each other, but this strikes me as 
too formal for our society. 

I admit being stumped. I was 
going to appeal for suggestions, 
but perhaps I’ve thought about 
this subject too much. I’ve taken 
to simply nodding at people and 
keeping my hands in my 
pockets. My relationships seem 
to be assuming a rather frigid 
cast, but I am compensating by 
keeping my pockets well stuffed 
with string. I can twirl it and 
twiddle it in my increasingly 
frequent periods of solitude. —

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: The Chase.
